THE SHECHETA BOARD. 


 SiR,—I anticipated having a short respite from the labour—somewhat 
incessant of late—of defending the Shecheta Board, but your editorial strictures, 
no doubt kindly intended, necessitate a reply. 

You censure my Board with not having a“ model abattoir of its own.” 
Are you not aware that almost all our slaughtering is done at Deptford in 
modern abattoirs of the best description? The slaughtering in Whitechapel is 
in private hands, and, although a very small number comparatively of animals is 
killed there for Jews, our working classes buy at the adjoining stalls the cheaper 
kinds of meat. They would be injuriously affected if the private slaughter- 
houses were abolished. What, I think, is required is a Jewish meat and poultry 
market, and we have been for some time in search of a convenient site which 
our Board might purchase. 


[ doubt very much the statement with regard to “ utterly dirty and abandoned 


little places” as applied to Kosher Butcher's shops licensed by our Board, Clean- 


liness is an essential condition for a license, or for the continuance of a license 


from our Board, and I should be glad to receive information which would be 
treated as strictly confidential of an infraction of that condition, 

Finally, with regard to our surpluses, I quite agree with you and Lord Roths.- 
child that we should not seek to. makea profit out of the food of the community, 
Such has never been our intention during the 29 years I have served on the 
Board. You will admit that we must pay our employés who kill, inspect, and 
manage for the community. All our expenses are derived from an exceedingly 
light tax barely equal to I-8d. on a pound of meat and if we gave up the whole 
of our surplus it might cheapen meat by 1-100th of a penny a pound. 
As butchers do not as a rule vary their prices by less than $d. per pound, 
if we sacrificed our surplus, even if we abolished all taxation, and gave the 
services of Shochetim and Shomerim for nothing, the public would not benefit 
thereby. In fact our surplus is the accidental result of prudent finance and of 
increasing consumption of kosher meat. 

We lose no opportunity of improving our system of slaughtering, by having 
elastic pavements for casting cattle, and have just established prize-giving for the 
humane treatment of animals, while I have again enlisted the services of a great 
sc entist in trying to discover a suitable anwsthetic for animals intended 
for slaughter. 

I take this opportunity of briefly referring to Mr. Albert M. Woolf's letter. 
He evidently had no explantion to offer for the unfair procedure he adopted . 
at the election of representatives at the last Council meeting, but tries again 
to prejudice the minds of your readers against me. 

My reasons for rejecting arbitration were fully reported by you last week. 
I prefer the opinion of the Jewish public, as expressed by the Jewish Press and 
elsewhere, to that of lawyers; but Mr. Woolf goes further and states that I 
declined to have the matter discussed. Certainly, I was bound torule out of 
order resolutions of which no notice had been given on the agenda paper 
convening the meeting. Mr. Woolf and his colleagues must have known perfectly 
well that their only legitimate course was to give notice of motion to rescind 
the resolution passed last February admitting other synagogues to represen- 
tation. Ample notice was given of that resolution; it was a full meeting, Mr. 
Woolf was present as well as other representatives of the United Synagogue, 
who comprised three-fourths of the representatives at our Board, yet after I 
explained why I would not vote the resolution was passed without a dissentient. 

Mr. Joshua Levy, who seconded the resolution, even announced his inten- 
tion of moving on a future occasion that the synagogues admitted to represen- 
tation should participate in the profits. 

There is one gleam of light amid the statements obscuring the issue in Mr. 
Woolf's letter. namely the proposed conference with the represertatives of the 
Spanish and Portuguese Congregation. About a century ago the intervention 


| of that congregation was sought by the German Synagogues on a similar 


question, Lam grateful to the former body for the generous and dignified support 
rendered to the * Uitlanders” in East London. They are not wealthy like the 
United Synagogue, but they have always announced their willingness to sur- 
render a proportionate part of their revenue to the mass of consumers of kosher 
meat, who supply thousands of pounds annually to the revenue yet have been 
denied any rights or privileges by the rich United Synagogue.

Sirk,—I am altogether unconcerned whether this Board forms a part of the 
\‘nited Synagogue or is an independent Institution. But as some of the 
Honorary Otlicers have blamed me for having been the cause of the unfortunate 
dispute, I deem it my duty to state the reasons that have impelled me to bring 
forward the resolution for the admission of representatives from the Federation 
and other synagowues, 

Mr, A. M. Woolf, as Overseer of the Poor, no doubt comes in frequent 
contact with the United Synagogue schnorrers, but he evidently ignores the 
fact that there isa large number of Jews, both in the East End and in other 
metropolitan centres, who regularly attend synagogue, and are large consumers 
of kosher meat. These Natl pay to whom the subject of kashrus is of the utmost 
rchgious importance, and who form the large majority of the community, have 
contributed to the funds of Shecheta without having a single voice in its 
administration. | 

As a direct result of this unsatisfactory state we have the Machzike Hadass, 
whose action has not only caused a diminution in the revenue of the Board, 
but has wrought deplorable mischief in more important communal matters. To 
prevent a wider and more serious breach, [ felt it my duty to plead for a more 
liberal communal policy. Asa representative of the United Synagogue I safe- 
guarded its financial interest in not asking for a share of the profits, but as a 
matter of common justice I insisted that representation and taxation should go © 
band in hand, Due notice of my resolution was sent to every member of the 
Board, and at the meeting, Mr. Woolf, who was present, did not raise a word 
of objection, and it was carried unanimously. 

Now, Sir, if my resolution was of such a mischievous character, why did 


not the = who are so zealous for the rights of the United Synagogue 
come and oppose it? How is it that Mr. Woolf did not utter a single word of 


I have been told since that it was my duty to have consulted the leaders 


of the United Synagogue, before taking any action in the matter. I most res- 


pectfully dissent from such a proposition. Am I to solicit the consent of my 
constituents before | bring forward a subject of undoubted grievance before 
such a composite body as the Shecheta Board? If this is the view taken by the 
Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue, it is not that of the Federation, and 
I am thankful to think that my East End co-religionists have a keener appre- 
ciation of my humble efforts in the communal welfare, and will give me greater 
freedom of action. Like Mr, Woolf, I have no political or communal axe to 
grind, but, unlike him, [ claim to know the intense feeling of the several thou- 
sands of Jewish members who have an inalienable right to be represented at the 
Board, and should an attempt be made to reverse the principle of my resolution, |

The representatives of the Sephardic community have acted so consistently 
and peony in the matter, that I cannot conceive for a moment, they will

He did so, but Mr. Henry Lucas replied that it was issued in a private 
capacity. I therefore kept silent, as I knew I would have been told I was out 
of order, but Lf publicly asked Mr. Woolf the reason I did not receive bis 
circular. This gentleman was dumb, but I answered for him. “ Because you 
knew better.” I now ask him why he alluded to me in it although my 
najie was not mentioned. But I acknowledge the cap fits me. I made a great 
mistake at the last meeting of the Shecheta Board by giving notice of motion 


that all synagogues represented on the independent Shecheta Board should - 


participate in the division of the profits. I ought to have postponed it until 
after the election. I acknowledye I did the mischief and told Sir Samuel so. but 
the Shecheta Board is a religious institution, and, what is more important than the 
financial part, is to elect members, observant Jews who keep the Dietary Laws,and 
not those who publicly transgress them ; isit nota scandal ? You were kind enough 
to insert a letter of mine some weeks back, where I earnestly asked that none 
~ should be elected who transgressed those laws, and that such gentlemen should 

refuse to serve, but Mr. Woolf, now the pillar of the Sheche ta Board. gets up 
a ticket of trifa eaters, with the exception of two or three Kosher ones, for a 
blind, by sending a list of names with his circular of misrepresentations, I[ 
nominated 15 observant gentlemen, but I only sent the paper to Mr. Ornstien 
on the last day, and therefore had no time to get two other proposers, but [ am 
pleased to say four of those [ nominated have been elected. Sir Samuel, one 
of those 15, was not, when Mr. Woolf states with his cunning he thought that 
gentleman would have been elected by a small majority. Then why did he 
leave him out of his list? [ also receiveda notice that I was nominated by some 
kin! friends, but I also was not successful ; and I was also kicked out of the 
Federation from being their representative, and have been asked by outsiders 
the reason, but [ am glad to say four more gentlemen were elected by that 
body who were on my list of 15. I think I can congratulate myself that eight 
of my gentlemen from that list are on the new Board. I musi also be fair, I 
think after the misleading circular, may congratulate myself I received 17 votes 
at the Council, which I consider a good number, as Sir Samuel, under the dis- 
graceful circumstances, obtained only 20; but the Federation only gave me six 
votes, [suppose I was not kosher enough for that body. Many of the gentle- 
men who do not observe the Dietary Laws are very benevolent, and I would on 
allcharities go hand in hand with them. I now ask Mr. Woolf if he observes 
the Dietary Laws? If he is silent I shall conclude he does not. I also ask him 
whether he would consider a member of the Shecheta Board, who is publicly 
seen on a Shobbos buying meat at a non-Jewish butcher, a fit person to be on 
the Board, I will not ask him all the questions. I therefore ask his colleague, Mr. 
Farmer, to tell me whether a member of that Board, who never takes a piece of 
kosher meat in his house, is a fit person to be on the Board. J need not ask 
Mr. Frank I. Lyons any questions, as he told me in the Council Chamber that 
transgressors of the Dietary Laws were much better people to be on the Board 
than those who observed them. I replied that was hypocrisy. I will not ask 
other members any questions now, as it will take too much of your valuable 
space. Mr. Woolf must put his pride in his pocket, and apologise to Sir 
Samuel, 

Now, a few words about myself. ‘he Federation has turned me out from 
representing them. I joined that body because I always stated it kept the 
lnited Synagogue in order, and I have been an Elder ever since I was a 
member.

THE REV, J. F. STERN AND THE HAMPSTEAD SYNAGOGUE. 


Sirk,—lf the correspondents who wrote to you under this heading last week 
had addressed their letters directly to me, their desire for information with 
regard to what appears to them to be so mysterious in my recent application to 
the Hampstead Synagogue and my subsequent withdrawal, would have been 
gratified without that delay which is inevitable when the medium of com- 
munication is through the columns of a weekly newspaper. 

The twofold mystery can, however, be solved in very few words. There 
are many reasons for such an application as that which I addressed to the 
Hampstead Synagogue, which might be put forward by a member of an 
unorganised profession like the Jewish Ministry, in which there is no system 


of promotion, and what is, perhaps. a greater disadvantage, no method of transfer 


from one position to another when individual circumstances render it advisable. 
But I can conscientiously assert that I had but one object in view when I sought 
to relinquish my present office, and it is set forth as follows in my letter of 
application, dated October 4th, 1899:—My purpose in seeking to transfer 
my services to your congregation is that I may be enabled to make my home in 
a district which is more healthful for my children than East London, and which 
offers greater facilities for their education and training.” My reason for the 
withdrawal of my application is equally clearly explained in my letter to the 
Hampstead Synagogue of January 30tb. in which I say: “In the interval that 


has since elapsed, I have learnt from‘several members of your Board, including 


one of your Wardens, that my application for the vacant post is regarded with 
such. marked disfavour that there is no possibility of my being accepted as a 
candidate. Under these circumstances, I beg to withdraw my application.” 

I cannot conclude this note without expressing my thanks, not only to your 
correspondents for their kindly feelings towards me, but also to the Honorary 
Officers and Board of Management of my synagogue for that constant consider:

THE CONVERSIONISTS. 

Sik,—I have just read the letter in your issue of this week from the pen of 
the Rev. M. Benoliel, and should be glad if you will allow me space for a 
few remarks in reference tothe same. It is not a pleasant, nor a courteous, nor 
even a.polite letter, but it contains a direct challenge, which [ trust can be met 
as defiantly as it is given. The pamphlet in question seems to be one I have had 
posted to my residence more than once, and treats of the conversion, some years 
back, of a very aged lady, possibly in her dotaye, through the instrumentality of 
a * Hebrew Christian” gentleman, brought into her house under false pretences, 
or shall we sav through a pious subterfuge ?—this on the writer’s own admission. 
The story may be, or may not be true, certainly it is by no means an improbable 
one. We must in all fairness recognise the fact that therg have been cases of 
conversion from Judaism to Christianity through conviction, even as there have 
been cases of genuine conversions from Christianity to Judaism, and 


although we justly deplore, and on occasion denounce, the methods 
employed only too frequently by members of Conversionist Societies, we must 


admit that, according to the Christian belief, such souls as reject the doctrine of 
the divinity of Christ are doomed to eternal perdition. Therefore, many people, 
and in particular, the gentle and kind-hearted old ladies, who subscribe so 
liberally to the funds of these societies, are animated by the highest sense of 
duty in their endeavours to be instrumental in saving the “ erring sheep of Israel” 
from, as they firmly believe, unspeakable and eternal tortures in a future state, 

Let us in common justice admit so much. 

I have heard the revereod gentleman preach on his favourite topic, and 
though I neither found him eloquent nor convincing, I must admit that he gave 
me the impression of being an earnest man who had embraced Christianity from 
other than pecuniary motives, and who was persuaded of the rightecous- 
ness of his mission.

‘THE METHODS OF THE CONVERSIONISTS. 
Sik,—May I ask the favour of the insertion of a few lines anent the leader- 


ette in your issue of February 15th? The Jewish CHRONICLE always contains 


much useful and edifying reading, but it sometimes indulges in sharp thrusts at 
what it terms the “ methods of the conversionists.’ Thisis perhaps natural. We 
wonder sometimes, however, that while it differs in opinion it does not endeavour 
to look at things from the Christian point of view. Christianity does not need 
bad Jews any more than does Judaism itself, nor are numbers things to which 
any attention need be given. But so long as we believe the truth of our religion 


is 1t not right that we should make it known to others also’ It is often hinted 


that Christians work more among Jewish new-comers because their ignorance 


‘renders them more easy to persuade. Is it not, on the other hand, true that 


there is in reality more piety, and even learning, among such than among others ! 
If Christian work does lie more among them it is probably because they are 
more approachable and live more closely adjacent to Christian people. Much

‘directed to the “festering sores that affect Christianity nearer home. ’ 
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could be said on methods of attraction, real or supposed; anything with the 
slightest appearance of bribery is of course entirely reprehensible. But are 
Christians to stop entirely all acts of charity to the stranger within 
their gates because such strange motives are so unfairly attributed 
to the recipient? It is a well-known fact that the attitude of 
Jews to all enquirers often necessitates charity being given. But 
to let it be an attraction is what we believe no one wishes. The counter- 
attractions of Judaism and the fear of inevitable persecution of those who have 
any touch with Christian teachers far outweighs the attraction. Quite apart 
from all proselytising efforts, Christian sympathy naturally shows itself towards 
strangers, and is willing that they should share all possible advantages with 
co-parishioners. Inquiry is one thing ; forced convictions another. ‘The latter 
no one for a moment desires. Jews have fair-play ; they can act towards 
Christians as Christians do towards them. In fact, there are many known 
instances of women becoming Jewesses without conviction for marriage—a thing 
most deplorable. When a Christian becomes a Jew or Jewess from conviction, 
however much we may regret it, we do not urge them against their conviction 
to remain in their old faith. 


The Jewish position seems inconsistent with itself. It defines tolerance as 


advising all to keep their own religion, granting equality of goodness to all pro- 
vided monotheism is preserved. The Gentile is safe so long as he keeps the 
seven laws of Noah. But, judged by the Old Testament, even if this supposition 
were true, does it not mean to say that it is only so, as long as they are ignorant of 
the better way? If Judaism isa truer form of worship, does it not become a 
necessity to Christian and heathen alike when they knewit! Jews admit that 
God is One. Does then the Old Testament countenance their new view that 
there is more than one way of worshipping Him? Our knowledge of Scripture 
would lead us to think not. Biblical Judaism looks for all to know the Lord 
from the least to the greatest, as the waters cover the sea. Sach knowledge is 
not a partial or incomplete knowledge, but full and perfect. If Judaism 1s 
complete and they who hold it are in a better position than others, surely they 
are morally bound to make this known. From whatever point of view the 
matter is regarded it comes back to that, and we admit the legitimacy of that 
position. Christians at least regard it in this light, and as we look upon it asa 
more full, perfect, and therefore safer form of Judaism, it is our moral duty to 
proclaim it. Acceptance or refusal rests with the hearer after careful examina- 
tion. Inquiry cannot consistently be considered more incompatible with Judaism 
than with Christianity. Convocation, to which reference has been made in 
the leaderette, has but voiced an acknowledged principle, and so far from adopt- 
ing “‘otfensive attentions,’ has merely restated a duty which lies in the most 
charitable and kindly of its responsibilities. Christians cannot keep to them- 
selves what they most prize. What would be welcome from Jews is an 
admission that, however much they differ from us as to the truth of 
Christianity, we are consistent, and only do what we think Jews 
inconsistent in leaving undone themselves. How can Jews for instance rest con- 
tented with the heathenidolatry without moving a hand to remedy it? Whereis 
the world’s hope apart from Christianity ? Jews admit the value of missions to 
heathen, but do not themselves attempt it. Yet since they admit it the prin- 
ciple is decided, and is applicable also to their attitude to Christianity. So we, 
too, know the evil of heathenism is far worse than that of Judaism, but if we 
regard Judaism in any degree less perfect than Christianity are we not bound to 
point out to them also the higher way ? We may then at least ask respcct for 
our motives, and a recognition of consistency. Our attention is generally 

ut the 
habitual reader of the JEWIsH CHRONICLE will realise that its editor is fully 
aware that every nerve is being strained to fulfil that duty. If the Jewish 
ground were a true one we should be wrong in evangelising the world until home 
is immaculate. But common sense seems to be on the Christian side. ‘ These 
things ought ye to have done and not to have left the other undone.’ We sow 
the seed wherever it is possibleamong back-sliding Christians, Jews, and heathens. 
Then when it takes root it spreads itself, and becomes a new centre until it 
covers the land. If Jews would take these thoughts to heart we believe they 
would admit our consistency, and admire our methods, even if they ditfered from 
our teaching. These lines are penned in no controversial spirit, but with the 
unalloyed wish that true and noble motives may have their due.

Anti-Semitism is rife in Russia, Austro-Hungary, Roumania and (to a lesser 
extent) in France and sundry other countries ; but though bigotry may account 
for it in France and Roumania, I think we must look for other causes elsewhere.

In fact, so greatly do the 
Russians need such benefit that it will probably take a considerable period for 
them to discover that Jews prefer persecution and expatriation to mixed 
marriages.

FRIENDLY SOCIETIES CONFERENCE AND PROPOSED REFORM 
OF MEDICAL ARRANGEMENTS. | 
Six,—Since the above matter was first mentioned in your columns some 

months back, I have nae | watched for the outcome of the so-called Conference 

and its self-appointed delegates’ Committee ; as, after a personal experience of 
above twenty years active work in the largest friendly society in the East End. an 
institution that has fourteen doctors.in its service, working from twelve centres 

(their own surgeries), I could from the first see but one result of all these 

meetings, and that result, one that would, in my opinion, be neither creditable 

to its promulgators nor conducive to continued cordial relations with the element 
most concerned, that is, the medical profession. 

In the first place, I have seen no mention of any of the medical gentlemen 
interested having been iavited to take part in this “ Conference,’ neither do I 
see any indication of the Committee, charged with. the formulation of the 
scheme, having sought the assent of the doctors who hold most of the appoint- 
ments in the societies represented by the ‘Conference ” to the terms proposed 
by the scheme as published. Had they done so | much doubt whether they 
would be so ready to propose, as thie first step in procuring their members 
better treatment and drugs, that the medical attendant’s salary should be 
reduced more than twenty-five per cent.; surely if a doctor's attendance and 
medicines are subject to suspicion, when paid at the usual rate of four shillings a 
year, what improvement could be expected when that amount is reduced to 
three shillings? Yet this is a leading feature of the scheme: the remaining 
clauses merely showing the manner in. which it is proposed to deal with the 
amount thus filched from the doctors’ salaries. 

Now, Sir, the original idea, a staff of doctors to prescribe, and a central 
Dispensary, maintained by the federated societies to dispense medicines, was a 
very plausible one, and one that has met with a certain amount of success in the 
provinces, although [ doubt whether it would ever work so well in the metro- 
polis, and in any case, to assure success, must necessarily need immense support, 
which I fail to seein the proposed scheme, as the Committee suggest that such 
members as did not approve of one scheme could avail themselves of the other. 
Again. the basis of the proposed scheme is taken at 10,000 members. Now do 
the societies represented by the “ Conference” forma tifth part of this number : 
as I believe that the majority of societies represented are of less than two years 
growth, and number only from 2) to 7) members, and as a good percentage 
of these members belong to two or more societies, it reduces the actual number 
to be reckoned with, whilst increasing the so-called saving to the societies, as a 
member would be placed on the list of the doctor nearest him whether he 
approved of him or not, and such doctor would receive one fee (1. per quarter), 
and the Federation would draw 1s. a quarter from the two or more societies to 
which the member was attached. 

It appears to me that this movement has been originated rather to multiply 
the already embarrassing number of Presidents, Delegates, “c., than to bring 
about any practical reform in the organisation of medical treatment of mem- 
bers of Societies, and I would suggest if any serious work in that direction is 
intended, that, primarily, the medical profession should be taken into the con- 
fidence of the “ Conference,” also that the “ Conference ” should be enlarged by 
the admission of representatives of the larger and long-standing Jewish 
Friendly Societies, and finally that it should be seriously kept in view that the 
Medical Council have for some time been taking a decided stand against 
contracts with Friendly Societies of any kind and would doubtless come to the 
front, were any sweating terms suggested, as above set forth. to be thrust down 
the throats of the profession.

Otto Jaffé was not 
only Chief Magis- 
trate of Belfast 
during the year 
which has expired ; 
he was, and we 
believe still is, Pre- 
sident of the Heb- 
rew Congreyation ; 
and the elevation 
may be taken as a 
compliment to the 
community as well 
as to the man. In 
a city where reli- 


run high, he has 
known how to hold 


the scales evenly 


between groups easily tempted to become warring factions, and to preserve the 
peace bya humane, and we may add, a truly Jewish mixture of prompt 
determination with an obvious and real desire to conciliate all just claims. 


With the aid of the Lady Mayoress, he has collected £821 for 
the object which the British Empire has most at heart just now, the 
relief of the suffering caused by South African warfare: and the honour 
conferred on him by Earl Cadogan shows that in the opinion of those nearest to 
the great city, whose affairs he administered, and most competent to Judge, Sir 


Otto Jaffe has deserved well of the State. 


It is a somewhat romantic history which has culminated to-day in 
the matter of fact, but substantial 
Sir O. Jatfé traces back his descent to the medixval Rabbi, who, after 
a brilliant career in Poland, became President of the Holy Congregation 
of Prague, and had to flee for his life from his sacred post in the 
midst of a cruel persecution of Israelites, yet found time to give to the world 
the series of exhortations and rules of righteousness, as he understood it 
then, famous among the orthodox by the name of “ The Garment” (Lebush). 
No less striking, though so much more peaceful, was the lot of the modern 
German offspring of the Rabbi who finding in Hamburg and Northern 
Europe a ready sale for Irish linen had the enterprise to transfer his home and 
his means to Belfast, there to buy and bleach the coveted tissue on the 
spot. The Irish press recognise how Jewish energy increased the export of the 


staple. Through one traveller alone, the late Mr. M. R. Mendelssohn, and ina 


short space of time, the firm of Jaffé Brothers sold to the value of £100,000 in 
Russia, and largely indeed to the Jewish merchants of that empire. Sir Otto 
Jaffé, the son of the founder of the houses in Belfast and Dundee, crossed the 
Atlantic forty times to disseminate the products of the Irish looms in New 
York and elsewhere, Though he was born in Hamburg, in 1&4, he is almost by 
patrimony a citizen of Belfast, and his fellow-citizens will be as pleased as his 


coreligionists to congratulate him on his elevation.’ The event is a happy omen | 


for the municipal banquet to be offered to the Lord Mayor of Liverpool (Mr. 
Louis S$. Cohen) on Sunday next by the Maccabwans, under the presidency of 
Sir G, Faudel Phillips, a famous Lord Mayor of London.

Jaffe :— ’ 
* All his fellow-citizens of every deyree will feel gratified that the city 1s to 
be honoured with another knight, and that the ex-Lord Mayor is to be made the 
recipient of the well-deserved distinction. During his year of office no man 
could have been more attentive to the demands of the chair and the chain, 
whether obligatory or supererogatory, and his urbanity and kindness in private 
equalled his diligence, earnestness, and tact in public. His efforts, and those of 
the Lady Mayoress, in connection with the War Fund are well known, and have 
been very warmly recognised by all patriotic citizens. 
The house of Jaffé Brothers has always borne a reputation for probity 
probity and commercial soundness. Mr, John Jaffé retired from the firm some 
years since, and went to live permanently on the Continent ; while Mr. Alfred 
Jaffé, who was for a time a member of the Harbour Trust, also removed 
from Belfast about six years ago, and is now resident in England. The 
ex-Lord Mayor since he assumed the conduct of the firm’s affairs has 
conducted them with great skill and success, and bas earned the repu- 
tation of being one of the best and shrewdest business men in the city, 
Mrs, Jaffé, who as Lady Mayoress he shared her husband's popularity, was a 
Miss Hertz, of Brunswick. Mr. Jaffé is a justice of the peace for the city of 
Belfast, and is a member of the Harbour Board. | He tases a warm interest in 
the development of the city and the education—especially the t+ chnical educa- 
tion—and welfare of its people. He is a Governor of the Royal Hospital, and 
a liberal subscriber to many charitable organisations, He holds the office of 
Consul in Belfast for the German Government.

JEWS ON SERVICE.

Mr. Alfred: Brown (ex-Captain in the Ist Royal Fasiliers Volunters, 
and brigade signalling ofticer in General Trotter's staff), who was residing in 
Johannesburg at the outbreak of hostilities; joined Thorneycroft's Mounted 
Infantry.

Mr. Alfred Mosely’s Base Hospital. 


In cur issue of the 26th January, we gave full details of Mr. Alfred 
Mosely’s munificent offer to present to the Government and fully equip a 
hospital for the treatment of the troops in South Africa. It will be supported 
by Mr. Mosely, who, as already mentioned by us, will go out with it to the Cape. 
His knowledge of the country and climate, gained during twenty-tive years 
connection with South Africa, is likely to prove of considerable value to the 
efficient working of the hospital. The building will consist of four pavilions of 


corrugated iron, each 130ft. long and each containing twenty-five beds. The 


surgeries and operation room will be fitted with all the latest improvements 
including a complete Rontgen ray apparatus, In addition to the main buildings 
there will be three stores for provisions, invalid specialities, stimulants, drugs, 
&c., a separate building for the storage of the linen, a laundry, and a kitchen of 
considerable size; in charge of the last named will be a professed cook and 
assistants. Another large structure will contain a central mess-room and sleep- 
ing accommodation for the doctors, nurses and other members of the staff, 
which will number in all about fifty persons. | 7 :

More Letters from Jewish Soldiers. 


Private Benjamin Davis (Berkovich), No, 37, A Company, 1 Section . 


Imperial Light Infantry, writing from Estcourt on January 13th, tells his father 
(Mr. A. Berkovich, 89. Wrentham Street, Birmingham) that he had then been 
in the corps about seven weeks, and adds: Our first fighting was at the Battle 
of Elandslaagte, where we acted as reserves. We lay down for about seven 
and a half hours. and the suspense was horrible. About two miles further up 
the valley, big guns were booming, musketry rattliny, horses screaming and men 
yelling ; while now and again a battery of guns would crash past us on their 
way up. Noneof us were hurt, though several shells burst around us. One 
buried itself quite close to the Major without bursting, and he was as cool as ice 

a fine. big chap. The majority of our fellows are old soldiers, having served in 
the previous Boer War and some of the Kaflir wars. This is a volunteer corps 
all picked men. and, by a stroke of luck, I was put in the picket company of the 
lot ‘A.’ After we had lain a good while, orders came for the advance of A,B 
and C C_mpanies. We advanced almost at the double, so eager were our men to 


get atthe enemy. In about twenty minutes we were halted, and then we knew 


we were in the line of fire. So far, we had only seen our own men, who were 
steadily advancing from cover to cover, crouching and crawling towards the hil! 
where the Boers were entrenched. Suddenly, there was a lull. A small band 
of Boers having been cut off, hoisted the white flag. The General in command 
thought the Boers were surrendering, and ordered the bugler to sound the 
cease fire.” He soon found out his mistake, and the fighting was renewed. In 


the meantime, as the smoke cleared off, I was able to obtain a grand view - | 


aurouid, my first view of a battlefield. For miles around the veldt was dotted 
with dead and wounded, Thousands of our men could be seen as they advance: 
from trench to trench. Close to me lay a wounded Fusilier. He asked me fo: 
some water, and I gave bim my water-bottle. I was just handing him « 
cigarette when we were ordered to fail in. We struck off to the right to take 
up a position on a small kopje, and were within about three hundred yards of :! 
when the bullets started flying around us.. When I saw the stern looks of our 
fellows, | nerved myself tor the rush to cover. It soon came with the shot 
whistling about us. We had hardly settled down. to return the fire when we 
heard wild yelling and cheering, and, fora moment, as the smoke cleared, we saw 
the bayonets flashing as our gallant [ommies charged the hills. The cheering 
continued for a quarter ofan hour, when it suddenly increased three-fold, and, 
as our artillery galloped up the hill, we knew the battle was won and the 
Boers rduted. For the next month we had nothing to do but chase parties of 


looting Boers. We were under fire several jimes. Our regiment was engaged 


at the Battle of Colenso, and it was there that I severely sprained my ankle. | 
am much better now. 


Private A, Marks, of the Ist Border Regiment, writes: I have come out of 
seven days’ fighting without a scratch, We made the first attack on January 
23rd. Wemade the Boers run, and nothing but dead and wounded could be 
seen lying about. ur battalion alone lost during the seven days 11 killed and 
142 wounded. ‘The Boer losses were three times heavier. After the day’s fig!it 
we got behind a kopje; it was raining hard, and hot coffee and rum were serve‘ 
out. About three in the morning, we stood to arms again, and after breakfast 
our brigade was in the fighting line once more, Every now and then the Boers 
shells would burst, the doctor would hurry up to bandage the fellows; the 


shrapnell shells make a terrible wound. We were pleased to receive a box of 
tobacco from Lady Lyons. , |

unbearable, whilst at night it is impossible to keep warm, and the flies add to 
the discomfiture. ‘The Queen's chocolate, which he is expecting to receive soon. 
he intends sending intact to his wife. On the 25th January his Company went 
out on outpost duty, and they were subjected to shell and rifle fire, the shots 
falling amongst them, but luckily none were hit. It will be remembered that 
Gault, who is a member of the Kirmingham Jewish Working Men's Club, bad 
a hearty “send-off” from his fellow-members. |

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Mr. Kenyon and the * Hideous Blood Accusation.”’ 


The following from the Chief Rabbi is published in this week's Zablet :— 
TO THE EDITOR OF “THE TABLET.” 


Sir,—Your most just comments on Mr. Kenyon’s failure either to withdraw 
or to make good his words ia connection with the “ hideous blood accusations ' 
against the Jews have induced him to emerge from his cave of silence, but only 
to take refuge in a pit of craven reticence. 

Mr. Kenyon wrote to you on the 20th December last: “ The information 
given me by a priest well known and respected in England, now on the mission 
in Bohemia, goes far to justify what you deem ‘murderous accusations." Any 
reader of these words would infer from them that the priest had imparted to 
Mr, Kenyon some special information within his own personal knowledge. 

But Mr. Kenyon now tells you that what the priest told him was private, 
that he had no right to allude to it, but that no facts were communicated except 
those known through the ordinary sources of information. In other words, Mr. 
Kenyon now pleads guilty to having written to you the tittle-tattle of a 
venomous press, as reported to him by a priest “ well-known and respected in 
England.” He declines even to give the name of the priest, and, as he says, for 
obvious reasons. 

Yes; the reasons are obvious. He knows that he has propagated a baseless 
calumny, which neither be nor his informant can substantiate. For surely his 
reference to the debates in the Austrian Parliament cannot be regarded as a 
substantiation. The statements made in that assembly were as loose and as 
unsupported by a shred of venuine evidence as are his own. The accusations 
were, moreover, promptly and publicly denied as altogether devoid of founda- 
tion, 

You, sir, have in a spirit of justice and impartiality given Mr. Kenyon the 
opportunity of defending his honour and veracity, and he has declined to do so. 
How a man with any sense of honour can be guilty of not seizing such an oppor. 
tunity passes my comprehension. 

It would be well if Mr. Kenyon, instead of pinning his faith on the wild 
utterances of notorious anti-Semites such as Schneider, were to study the 
various Papal pronouncements on the Blood Accusations, the scholarly article

Metropolitan Hospital.

The annual dinner in aid of the funds of the Metropolitan Hospital was 
held in the Whitehall Rooms of the Hotel Metropole, yesterday week. The 
LorRD Mayor presided, and the company included Lieut.-Col. EK. Montefiore and 
Mr. Fred SS. Franklin, members of the committee, the Revs. Dr. H. Gollancz 
and I. Samuel, Dr. A. Cohen, medical officer for the Jewish out-patients, Mr. 
Frank Morley. dental surgeon. Messrs. Coleman Defries, KE. D. Stern, L. Samuel, 

—B. Koppel, and J. Levy. | 


The Lorp Mayor, 10 proposing the toast of the evening, called attention 
to the fact that although in the Metropolitan hospital the committee had a 
splendidiy equipped building with accommodation for 1Q0 in-patients, want of 
funds had prevented them from furnishing and opening more than 78 beds, and 
of that number only 72 were at present available. It was only too apparent 
that 72 beds were entirely inadequate to meet the requirements of a population 
numbering half a million, the great majority of whom were very poor, The 
total number of in-patients during the year had been 867, and of out-patiente. 
101,597 ; 8,794 being Jews. 


Lord BATTERSEA, one of the Treasurers, in responding to the toast, said 
that the hospital now stood iu a better financial position than ever 
in the past. In that poor neighbourhood there was no hospital within two miles 
available for the general public except the Metropolitan Hospital. The Lord 
Mayor had spoken of 175, but there was room for 300 beds on their magnificent 
freehold property. There wax only one bed available for every three thousand 
of the local population. He therefore commended the hospital to the goodwil! 
and generosity of the public, for he knew of none more deserving of its regard 
and support. Its work was well done ; the medical staff were able and brilliant 
and the nurses were among the most excellent in the land. | 


* Mr. C. J. Tuomas, Chairman of the hospital, in responding for the 
Committee of Management, said that the newest member of the Committee 
(Mr. F. S. Franklin) had met with extraordinary success. 
himself so thoroughly into the work of collection that he had raised a sum 
exceeding £1,600, most of which had come from sources that had never 
contributed to the hospital before. The Committee felt very much indebted to 
Mr. Franklin for what he had done and hoped that it would be an earnest of 
what he would do in future. 


Mr. CHARLES H, Byers, the Secretary, read the list of donations. The 
general list included £100 from Messrs. N. M. Rothschild and Sons (in addition 
to fifty guineas, annual subscription) ; £31 10s. from Mr. Leopold de Rothschild 
(co-Treasurer with Lord Battersea) ; £21 from Mr. Alfred de Rothschild ; and

£100 each towards a fund of £1,000. Mr. Byers mentioned that the contributors 
to Mr. Franklin's list numbered 196, most of whom he had called on personally. 
Mr. Coleman Defries’s list amounted to £149, Lieut.-Colonel Montefiore’s to 
£120, Dr. Cohen’s to £9 9s., and Mr. L. Van Boolen’s to £8 163.6d, The total 
donations amounted to £4,358. | Since the Dinner, Mr. F. 8, Franklin’s list has 
been increased to £1,720). 


The Rev. E. A. B. Sanpers, the Honorary Chaplain, in. proposing the 
Hospital Staff, stated that, through the kindness of Lord and Lady Battersea, 


a Ladies’ Association had been formed with the result that the income of the 


hospital had been permanently increased by £150 a year. By means of aconcert 
to be held in May next the Ladies’ Association hoped to do still more this year 
for the reduction of the debt which still hung like a cloud over the hospital. 
(Among the Vice-Presidents of the Association are Lady Rothschild, Lady 
Battersea, Lady de Rothschild, Lady Lewis, Mrs. Leopold de Rothschild, and

Mr. Ernest Frower, M.P., a member of the Committee, expressed to Mr.

The Liverpool Butchers and Shochetim. 


We have received several letters relating to the arrangements connected 
with Shecheta in Liverpool. These communications enter into much detail of 
matters of local interest only, for which we have no space. The chief matter 
of complaint seems to be that at the meeting of the London Shecheta Board, 
held on February 2, the Chief Rabbi mentioned that formerly the Jewish 
butchers of Liverpool had their own shochetim, which he said led to Chi/lu/’ 
Hashem, Now, however, that a local Shecheta Board was established, every- 
thing was peaceable. Our correspondents contradict this statement. The 
Liverpool Shecheta Board:has ceased to exist, as a body. since March 180s, and 
it is doubtful whether the Board will ever be re-constituted. The former 
practice of the butchers having their own shochetim is again in vogue, and 
everything is conducted in peace and harmony, Therefore the use of the 
words Chillul Hashem by the Chief. Rabbi was quite unnecessary. For the 
behoof of the Chief Rabbi the words of Abtalyon quoted in Ethics of the 
Fathers are cited: ‘Be heedful of your words, lest ye incur the penalty of 
exile, ec.

The meeting of the Catholic Union to protest against 
the attacks of the Catholic journal, Osservatore 
Romano, on England and English policy was a 
decidedly interesting one for Jews, in view of the ravings 
of that and similar journals about things Jewish. The 
doubt that hauated people's minds was as to whether the Csservatore 
Romano was not an official organ of the Papacy. In the correspondence 
read tothe meting it was pointed ont that only one column in the paper 
was ‘inspired,’ the rest being the private lucubrations of the 
editorial staff.

Men are still found, even in England, who are prepared,

Kenyon has some tender feelings fur the QUsservatore Romano on_ this 
account, but can it be called ‘defending the rights of the Holy See,” to 
foster the lowest human instincts by the advocacy of a fable which the ‘“‘ Holy 
See” itself has repeatedly repudiated ? The baselessness of the accusation 
has been proved innumerable times and it cannot but be asorry service in 
‘the defence of the Holy See’’ to make it appear as if the latter were 
responsible for, or in any way connected with the attempts at stirring up 
hatred in the name of love, falsehood in the name of trath, craelty in the 
name of charity, and savage ebullitions in the name of divine mercy. No case 
of ritual murder by Jews has ever been proved. Whenever the investigation 
was taken out of the hands of fanatical partisans and entrusted to the sober 
judgment of truth-loving—even though unsympathetic—inquirers, the fable | 
never failed to dissolve in smoke. No blood of any Christian has ever been 
ritually shed by Jews, but hundreds of Jewish victims of the ritual fabrication 

have bled at the hands of fanatical non-Jews. 


Fabrications. 


Although ritual child murder has never been 
committed by any Jew, can the same be said 
of ritual child-st-aling on the part of certain followers 
of the Roman Catholic faith? The former charge is 
notoriously unfounded, the latter has, unfortunately, been established 
times out of number. The latest case of the kind is that of Michalina 
Araten, a child of thirteen, who was detained at a Convent at Cracow, 
and has now finally disappeared. When pressure was brought 
to bear by the authorities to restore the child to its parents, there was no

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lying subterfuge too monstrous for the Lady Superior of the convent and her 
satellites to employ for the purpose of bafiling justice. They said that the 
child was too ill to be removed, a falsehood promptly shown to be such by 
competent medical examination. The end was that the child disappeared, 

and is, in all likelihood, lost for ever to her parents. And this is by no means 
the only case of its kind. | We wonder whether the Oxservatore Romano will 
advocate this nefarious business also, in its habitual ‘defence of the rights 
of the Holy See.” There was a time when autos da /é were the order of 
the day, when Jews and heretics were publicly burned in the interest of the 
faith. It is related that at one of these displays the Dake of Ossuna, Viceroy 
of Naples, was present, and his feelings of commiseration being aroused, 
he shed tears at the sight of so much suffering. For such irreligious kind- 
ness he was there and then sentenced to have a vein opened, and to have the 
blood thus drawn sprinkled on the burning pile. Times have altered since 
then, feelings have softened down, corporal punishments both in would-be 
religious and in secularinterests have been modified, and it is inconceivable 
that even in the most bigoted countries such cruel spectacles should be sgain 
enacted. But this very mollification of sentiment makes that which may 


formerly have been considered as a minor cruelty most iniquitious in our 


days, and the kidnapping of children ad majorem Dei gloriam must at the 


present time rank in heinousness with the human bonfires of the Middle 
Ages. 


It is with no pleasure that we recur to the Conversionist 
The Methods ()uestion. We should, in fact, have much ‘preferred, 
of the having uttered our protest, to allow the entire 


_ Conversionists. unpalatable subject to drop into oblivion—at all events 


till the next gross breach of taste on the part of the 
conversioniate dragged it into the arena of public discussion again. A 
courteous letter, signed ‘“ Clericus,” however, which we print elsewhere, once 
more directs our attention to the unsavoury controversy. With regard 
to that letter, we have only to say that Jews have not, in the 
abstract, any objection to honest attempts to persuade them out of their 
ancestral faith. The question has been argued a good long time since 
Christianity began its career, but although the discussion is a venerable one 
and although, whenever it has been raised, it has usually had a very unhappy 
termination, physically, for the Jewish disputant, yet if gentiles insist on 


going over the ground again we cannot and do not object. Unhappily, 


however, the Conversionists propaganda is not always a beautiful attempt 
at pure reasoning. It ismostlya propaganda unblashingly urged and carried on 
by corruption, bribery and appeals tothe coarser instincts. What is more, so 
long as it addresses itself to the most impecanious and ‘‘temptable” among us 
it must inevitably degenerate in this way, and dishononrable methods become, 
as it were, of the essence of the conversionist movement. The nature of 
conversionist tactics is very well illustrated in the performances of our 
correspondent, the Rev. Mr. Benoliel. This man __ persists in 
thrusting under people’s noses, what we have stigmatised as a 
mendacious story relative to a proselyte, and now challenges our 
statement that that story hasbeen refuted. In reply we need only say that 
original documents were placed before us, in which it was proved beyond any 
possible question that the lady said to have been incarcerated by her Jewich 
friends in a lunatic asylum because of her adoption of Christianity, was in 
reality sent to the asylum by the public authorities at Margate without even 
the knowledge of her husband. It was from these authorities, in 
fact, that the husband first heard of his wife's detention. We 
may add that, only a day or two ago, the husband received a letter from 
the Medical Superintendent of the Kent County Asylum suggesting that a 
line from his solicitor would put an end to the circulation of a leaflet which 

appeared to him (the Superintendent) ‘‘a gross libel.” What we ask is, is 

not the shameful manner in which the husband’s domestic sorrows are being 

dragged into the public gaze and traded-on, an instance of the way in which the 

sanctity and the rights of the Jewish home aré invaded by this monstrous 

propaganda? We do not intend to prolong this controversy. Mr. Benoliel 

and his letter in which he threw mud at his own race by insinuating that 

the opposite of fair-play is ‘thoroughly Jewish” may seus dt be left to the 

judgment of all reasonable and self-respecting men. 

We doubt whether the full importance of the wesheoted 
The Jewish Jewish Encyclopadia, in connection with which Mr. 
Encyclopedia, Joseph Jacobs is leaving England for America, is fully 

grasped by the community, or is likely t» be realised 

until a number of its dozen volumes have been in use for sometime. But an 
attempt may already be made to gauge the value of this vast undertaking. 
It is a work that has never been attempted before. Such fragments of it 
as are comprised in the Grerman Encyclopedies of Hamburger and Herzog, 
and the English dictionaries of Smith, Kitts, McKlintock and Strong, 
Cheyne, and Hastings, have proved of immense help to Jewish students. A 
complete encyclopedia, written for the most part by Jewish scholars and 
from a Jewish point of view, should prove invaluable. - When this is under- 


taken we shall, for the first time, have presented in alphabetic form a scholarly ' 


account of the history of the Jewish race from Abraham to the present day ; 

a complete survey of the part that Jews have taken in the past, and are 
taking to-day, in the general progress of humanity. Not to speak of the 
benefits it will confer on historical and scientific research and the encourage- 
ment it will give to Jewish study among Jews, it is certain that a work «/ 
this character will serve a humanitarian purpose, and tend to the removal of 
prejudice. Prejudice is the outcome of ignorance, which the pages of the 
Encyclopedia should effectually dispel. When once the general reader has the 
opportunity of learning what the Jewish race has contributed to the world’s 
development in every department of thought and activity it is impossible but that 
a just appreciation of the place which Jews and Judaism fill in the scheme o/ 
civilization will ensue. For the production of such a work America, with 
its population of a million Jews, its conglomeration of races, its English 
ideals of liberty and justice, and its (tsrman enthusiasm for learning, is 


eminently suited. There was a time when it was hoped that Hngland 


might have the honours of initiating an undertaking of this kind. It may 
be remembered that at the Anglo-Jewish Historical Exhibition in 188s, 
Prof. Graetz spoke of the Jews of England as likely to take the lead in 
Jewish thought, and he urged them to press their claims to leadership by 
founding a “‘ Jewish Academy,’ whose business it would be to formulate 
Jewish scholarship in all its various sections. But subsequent events have 
hardly realised these hopes, and Mr. Jacobs ventures the opinion that in the 
coming century ‘the intellectual centre of Judaism may fix its quarters 
across the Atlantic.” This is a point of view which deserves to be very carefully 
considered. But, whatever be the truth of the matter, it is gratifying to our 
amour propre to know that in the person of Mr. Jacobs and the other 
English scholars who will be represented on the Encyclopedia, the Jews of 
this country are contributing in liberal measure to the organisation of Jewish 
scholarship in America. 7

| _ The second month of Adar. which commences to-day, 
The Second _ is, from many points of view, the most interesting 
Adar. month in the Jewish calendar. It occurs only in 

leap years, and is an ingenious arrangement by which 

lunar and solar years are brought into periodical agreement. The Jewish 
lunar month consists alternately of 30 and 29 days, so that the twelve 
months of an ordinary year amount to 354 days. But the solar year 
consists of three hundred and sixty-five and a quarter days. If our calendar 
were arranged entirely ona lunar basis, and the revolution of the seasons 
disregarded, we should often be found celebrating Tabernacles in the early 


spring and Passover in the autamn. To avoid such unseasonable celebrations _ 


a leap year is appointed about every three years, with an extra month following 
Adsr, which is known as Adar Sheni. Even this extra month, however, 
does not produce a perfect agreement between the lunar and: solar years. 
There is still a difference of four days to be adjusted, and this is done by 
arranging that every cycle of 19 years shall contain seven leap years 
instead of six. Formerly, when synagogue administration was less secularised 
than nowadays, the introduction of this additional month affected different 


_ people in different ways. The poor, who received their charitable doles every 


Rosh Chodesb, bad an extra dole in leap year. In fact this system sti!! 
obtains, and the Overseers of the Poor applied to the Council for a special 
vote of £50 to meet this extra outlay. But officials, whose anunal salaries 
were divided into twelve parts, paid on the first of the Hebrew month, 
must needs have suffered the inconvenience, more apparent than real, of 
going without their salaries for a whole month. In ritual matters this extra 
month still introduces not a few complications, especially in the observance 
of Barmitzvahs and Jahrzeits. The time has probably not yet arrived for 
Jews to adopt the civil date for family events, but oné can well understand 
that some people are induced by the difficulty of bearing in mind Hebrew 
dates, and ascertaining the way in whith they are affected by the incidence of 
leap year, to simplify matters by reckoning anniversaries of deaths in accor- 
dance with the secular calendar. With this they are very much more 
familiar, and wherever they may be they always have it with them. We 
may mention, in conclusion, the curious fact that the past Hebrew month o/ 
Adar I covered three secular months, having commenced on the 31st of 
January and ended on March the Ist. _—It is nineteen years ago, the eg 
of the Solar cycle, since thie occurred previously.

Meeting at Manchester. 


THE COLONIAL TRUST. 


Under the auspices of the English Zionist Federation a fairly well-attended 


ublic meeting Was held on Sunday evening last at the Jews’ School. Mr. H. 
MI. BENOLIEL presided, 


The CHAIRMAN, In his introductory remarks, mentioned that it was just a 
vear since their last great public meeting had been held, when they had the 
pleasure of listening to Dr. Gaster, Sir Francis Montefiore, and other dis- 
tinguished Zionist workers. Since then the Jewish Colonial Trust had been 
inaugurated by the Vienna Committee, acting on the instructions of the Basle 
Congress. Mr. Benoliel asked those present to give a patient hearing to the 
speakers who would follow him, as no doubt they would have some matters of 
the deepest importance to Zionists to discuss, 


Dr. M. UMANSKI said that they had some important business to consider 
that evening. ‘The Chairman had mentioned the matter of the Jewish Colonial 
‘Trust, which had been successfully floated. He was there to inform those present 
that an important communication had been received from the Actions Com- 
mittee to the effect that 1t was necessary, in the best interests of the Trust. that 
shares which had been taken should be fully paid up at once in full, and not by 
instalments, a8 was at first mentioned in the prospectus. The success of the 
Trust was imperative to all Zionists, for on it depended the whole fate of 
Zionism. Without its aid they could not hope to obtain concessions and 
monopolies from the Sultan with a view to the resettlement of their persecuted 
coreligionists in Palestine. The Directors could only commence operations 
when 250,000 shares were fully paid up, and as the 15th of March was the date 
which had been fixed for the final payment of share money, he asked those 
present to support the appeal made by the Executive of the English Zionist 
Federation, and pay up their subscriptions by that date, and thus make the 
Trust an effective instrument in aid of the movement. He moved the following 
resolution :— 


That this meeting of Manchester Zionists pledges itself to do all in ita power to make 
the Jewish Colonial Trust an active and efficient medium to forward the Zionist 
movement, and urges upon those who have taken shares in the Trust the import- 
ance of paying their shares on or before March 15th. 


Rabbi Borarsky seconded the resolution, which was supported by Mr. 
JosepH COWEN, 

Mr. JosEPH COWEN, who was enthusiastically received, said that that was 
not the first time he had addressed a Zionist meeting at Manchester. He took 
it that the men and women he saw before him that night were already con- 
vinced of the justice of the movement. There was probably no assimilative 
element present that night—(laughter and Cheers), They, as Zionists, had 
been called all sorts of names. Let them show the world they were practical 
men. If they believed in Zionism they must make some sacrifices for it. There 
was not a man in that room who could not take a share in the Zionist Bank if 
he wanted to for the sake of their brethren “over there. He begged those 
who had not taken a share to dosoatonce. If the movement succeeded, it 
would depend on sufficient shares being taken. As one Jew speaking to another 
he asked them to support the cause for which he pleaded. Those who had 
not already paid up their shares in full he asked to do so in accordance with 
the terms of the resolution. He hoped that by the 15th March the sum appealed 
for by the Vienna Committee would be there. Nothing could be done by the 
Trust until a quarter of a million was lying in London. ‘There were some 
people who objected to this movement, and said they were quite happy here in 
England. These people forgot the sutferings of their brethren abroad. They 
however termed themselves Englishmen, though they did not know the A.B.C. 
of what the word meant. Over in South ‘Africa they saw Englishmen pouring 
out their blood for their brethren who were termed Uitlanders. What were 
all Jews but Uitlanders? What Zionists wanted was one country where they 
would not be Uitlanders, and that land was Palestine—(Cheers). As Nationalists 
they desired a land of their own, just as every other nation had. Their hopes 
were based upon the aspirations of two thousand years, Zionism went further 
than merely taking Jews out of an area of persecution. It instilled into their 
minds and hearts the essentials of national life with its attendant ideals. It 
was time that they had a land of their own. In conclusion, he asked them to 
pass the resolution, and to do absolutely all it asked of them, 

The resolution, on being put to the meeting, was carried unanimously. 

Speeches were delivered by Messrs, RAski\ (in Jargon) and Hoppers. A 
vote of thanks to the chair, proposed by Mr. Cowen, and seconded by Mr. 
J: seril MASSEL, concluded the proceedings. 


During the evening a good number of “Shekolim” were collected; and 
shares were also applied for.

Jewish Colonies in Palestine. 


BY A CORRESPONDENT. | 


The news that the Jewish Colonisation Association had taken over the 
Colonies in Palestine has been hailed with pleasure by the Jewish colonists, 
who now hope that the present system will be abolished and better methods 
of administration adopted: in future. 

One of the chief complaints is that the administrators and other officials 
take frequent trips to Paris, troubling themselves very little with the affairs of 
the Colonies, but leaving everything in the hands of minor officials, who do 
exactly as they please. Thus the Chief Gardener of the Colonies, who is 
supposed to bs in Palestine, resides in Paris. Another administrator takes 
frequent trips to Beyrout, where a relation of his lives. Shortly before the 
ceding of the Colonies to the Jewish Colonisation Association, Baron de Roth- 
schild gave instructions to practice the strictest economy. ‘Thereupon a large 
number of colonists wrote to the Baron to the effect that large sums of money 
were expended by the administrators, not for the purpose of the Colonies, but 
for extraneous matters, and that the officials, being mostly young and inefficient 
‘pres. did not know how to manage the Colonies. No reply was given to the 
etter. 

The colonists desire that new and competent administrators shall be 
appointed, and that they shall have the right to address the Council of the 
Association. It is the unanimous opinion that, so long as the present system of 
administration lasts, the colonists will never be self-dependent. Under good 
and careful management, the colonists feel sure that they will be in a position 
to repay the advances made to them. Further, the colonists say that there 
should be complete autonomy, as they themselves know much better what is 
good for them than an outsider, who has no knowledge of the situation, and 


wae moreover, little trouble to make himself acquainted with the true state 
of affairs.

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OUR VIENNA LETTER. 
[FROM OUR QOBBESPONDENT. | 
VIENNA, 2OTH FEBRUARY, 
The Detention of a Jewess in a Galician Convent. 


The audiences which the father of Michalina Araten has had of Ministers 
in Vienna have at least had one effect, viz., that the Galician authorities have 
taken someaction. They have set inquiries on foot, but they have not obtained 
the least clue to the whereabouts of the girl. Herr Benno Straucher, the 
Jewish representative for Czernowitz, gave notice of an interpellation as soon 
as Parliament reassembled ; but little anxiety is shown in Jewish circles as to 
the result, for itis feared and expected that the matter will be disposed of with 
a few general and meaningless phrases. Meanwhile, Dr. Pientak, the Minister 
for Galicia, has endeavoured to explain away his assertion to Araten (as reported 
to you last week) that at the gates of the Convent the Civil power ceases, He 
is candidate for a Parliamentary seat, and the Jewish vote is considerable. 
Hence his endeavour to remove the bad impression which his words have 
created. Dr. Pientak has now declared that the responsible Minister has the 
power to act, and that he is giving his attention to the matter. A judicial 
investigation had been instituted to ascertain whether the girl had been detained 
in the Convent against her will, and the police were doing all in their power to 
find her. He was not in a position to say whether it was true that sixty Jewish 
children were being forcibly keptin the Convent, for no official information had 
reached him on the subject. : 

Araten has ceased to rely on any help from the authorities. Ie has sent 
for some private detectives from Vienna, whom he is employing to search for 
his daughter ; and he has offered a reward of 500 florins for the discovery of the 
place where she is now detained. This reward may have the desired effect. 

Another scandal bas come to my notice. <A Jewess, Leah Jacob, eighteen 
years old, daughter of a tradesman at Wieliczka, disappeared from her. home, 
and was next heard of as being in the now notorious Convent at Cracow, where, 
it is alleged, she was voluntarily baptised. Her relatives proceeded to the 
Convent to demand her restoration to them, which was refused. A conflict 
ensued between them, and the present protectors of the girl. The police were 
sent for, and arrested the Jews. 


The Alleged: Ritual Murder. 


The report of the medical experts at the Prague University on the Polna 
affair will shortly reach the Court of Cassation, when the case will again be gone 
ito, It is surmised that the Court will send the case before another tribunal. 
and as for several reasons Prague will not be the scene of the trial another 
Landesgericht in Bohemia will be entrusted with the hearing. When the cause 
cétebre 18 again adjudicated upon Hiilsner will have to stand his trial on another 
count. Abouta year before the murder of Agnes Hruza another girl, named 
Klina, was also murdered in similar circumstances, and after the trial at Kutten- 
berg a report was circulated that Hiilsner had also perpetrated this crime. Some. 
persons were found who offered evidence, and so this affair will be the subject 
of inquiry. Our enemies will no doubt rejoice that a second “ Ritual Murder ” 
has been discovered. Hiilsner, who was ill for some time, has now recovered, 
and awaits his re-trial with equanimity, he having 1ro idea of the danger which 
he and others, certainly innocent, will incur should he again be convicted.

It bas only just become known that many months ago most terrible 
excesses against the Jews were perpetrated at Rouchowan.. They lasted until 
every Jew was driven from the place. At the head of the’ rioters was the 
Burgomaster, who prevented the gendarmes and the local police from inter- 
fering. On the 13th inst., about forty of the rioters were put on their trial. 
The ringleaders were sentenced to several months’ hard labour. On account of 
the excessive brutality of the rioters, one day's fast a week and one day's 
confinement in a dark cell in each month were added to the punishment. The 
Burgomaster and the bulk of the rioters will shortly be tried. These are all 
after effects of the Polna affair. What will happen should the blood accusation 
receive fresh vigour through the re-condemnation of Hiilsner ? W.

Metaphors, Biblical and Classical. 


On Sunday last the Rev. Dr, Cuorzner read a paper at Jews’ College on 
‘* Biblical and Classical Metaphors.” Mr, M. N. ADLER presided. ; 

In the course of his paper Dr. Chotzner mentioned as a_ historical 
fact that some of the most enlightened nations of antiquity, such 
as the Persians, Greeks, and Romans, who came in close contact with the 
Hebrews, became more or less acquainted with Hebrew literature, and it was 
therefore not unlikely that some of the charming poetry of the Bible was partly 
reproduced or imitated by them. This was particularly the case with the 
exquisite Song of Songs,and it could also be assumed generally with regard to 
many metaphors and similes throughout the Bible. As the subject 
was too extensive to be fully dealt with within the limits of a single 
brief lecture, Dr. Chotzner said that he would not be able on 
that occasion to do more than merely outline his subject. He. then gave 
numerous examples in which there was a striking similarity between the 
metaphors employed in the Bible and those of ancient classic writers. “ Light” 
was a favourite term applied in a spiritual sense to God and also to Israel. 
Parallel passages were given from Greek and Latin classics. “Fire” 
‘was similarly used. Virgil seems to have had some knowledge of the 
last chapter of. the Book of Proverbs, in which the virtuous 
woman is so_ beautifully described (eighth book of the ®neid). 
The sea, the torrent and the waters generally served to typify calamity and 
distress. Sometimes roaring waters are used in the Bible as symbols of a battle- 
cry or of the tumult of an invading army. A similar metaphor is 
used in the seventh book of the Odyssy. Abundance of material for 
Biblical metaphors is also furnished by the vegetable world. The Biblical 
metaphor of likening man to grass has a striking parallel in the sixth book of 


the Ihad :— 


Like leaves on trees, the race of man is found, 

Now green in youth, now withering on the ground, 
Another race the following spring supplies, 

They fall successive, and successive rise, 
So generations in their course decay, 

So flourish these, when thos? are passed away. 


Dr. Chotzner gave some parallel instances of the use as a metaphor in the Bible 
of the word ‘“Ruach,’ meaning sometimes wind, sometimes spirit or divine 
inspiration. Passing from inanimate to animate nature, the lecturer gave 
parallel instances of the use of the bee, the ass, the ox, and so on, as 
metaphors. He quoted several examples to show that certain passayes 
in the Bible must have been known to some ancient classical writers. As 
a curiosity he mentioned that some of the subject mafter of the fourth 
chapter of the Book of Hosea is found reproduced in the first satire of 
Juvenal. It was to be regretted, he said, that many of the Rabbinical 
commentators of the Bible were insensible to the great poetical 
beauties of some Biblical passages owing to the desire to give thema spiritual or 
ritual significance. It is however, gratifying to notice that in modern times 
more atténtion is leing paid generally to the literary beauties of the Bible. 
Indeed, the more the literary merits of the sacred volume are investigated and 
made known, the more will they be esteemed by Jew and Christian alike. 
The discussion was unusually bright and animated. 


The Rev. GERALD FRIEDLANDER, in opening the discussion, expressed his 


inability to agree with Dr. Chotzner's theories. It was almost impossible to 
suppose that Homer and -’schylus were influenced by the Prophets or Psalmists. 
Every country has had poets and naturally common ideas, metaphors and 
expressions prevail. The Hebrews, like the Greeks and Romans, believed in 
the omen nominis or influence of names. One teacher, Rabbi Meir, is mentioned 
in the Talmud as _ paying particular attention to: names. when 
deciding legal matters. However, in one aspect the Hebrews differed from the 
Greeks and Romans, by combining the name of God with the name of the 


individual, thereby suggesting the presence of God in man’s life here on earth,’ 


e.g., Israel—one who strives with God. 


Dr. H. Hikscurep, whilst thanking the lecturer for his interesting paper, 
remarked on the attractiveness of the subject, and the necessity of dealing 


with it systematically. The circumstance that certain metaphors were more in. 


favour than others among certain nations was not accidental, because they 
co coincided with the nature of the country and the habits of its popu- 
lation. Metaphors are used when the common language 1s inadequate to express 
ideas which are above common occurrences, A literary connection between the 
Bible on one side and the works of Greek and Latin Classics is difficult to 
establish. Yet the compilation of a Gedunkenharmonic between them would be 
of great interest. Asasubject of metaphors, “light” might perhaps not be fully 
appreciated in this country, where the difference between natural and artificial 
light is somewhat diminished, It is otherwise in the East, where the sun is so 
much more powerful, and where, especially in Biblical times, hardly any substitute 


for its light existed. Inasimilar way “ water’ is used in metaphors in a country» 


where every little brook is a veritable treasure, Dr. Hirschfeld could not agree 
with the lecturer's criticism of the Midrashic explanation of the Song of Solomon. 


No one expects the Midrash to give a systematic exegesis. These interpreta- — 


tions are mere homilies on detached verses made for special occasions, or to 
convey certain religious ideas to readers, 


Mr. Hervert M, ADLER drew attention to the rareness of metaphors in the 
historical and prophetical books of the Bible. The prophet preferred parallelism 
to metaphor, perspective to colour, the stereoscope to kaleidoscope. This was 
but natural, since his aim was not to charm but to convince. 2nd metaphors are 
essentially untrue. On the other hand the Psalms and the Book of Job swarm 
with them. As a fine specimen the speaker quoted Job iii., 9, “ Let it hope for 
the light that cometh not, nor let it behold the eyelids of the morning.” 
Speaking of confused metaphors, Pindar, he said, was responsible for “ The 
blossom of my song like a bee shoots its words now hither, now thither,” and 
for “I have upon my tongue the semblance of a shrill whetstone which sidles up 
7 me he ee blasts.’ He had himself heard tell of “the fiery course 
of a waterfall. 


Dr. FRIEDLANDER said: It is an erroneous idea’ to think that the use of 
metaphors is the exclusive privilege of poets. Metaphors are abundant also in 
prose, Take, ¢.g., the first chapter of Genesis: ‘ And the spirit of the Lord 
moved upon the face of the waters ;" ‘the greater light to rule the day.” The 
attack of the lecturer on the allegorical interpretation of the Song of Solomon 


~ is not justified. Allegorists are not necessarily ignorant of the beauties of the 
poem in its literal sense when they apply it to the beauties of religious and 


national ideas, The denial of a future life by the author of Koheleth and the 
author of Job is not so generally admitted as the lecturer seemed to assume. 
The final opinion expressed by Koheleth is “ The spirit returneth to God who 
gave it.’ Job likewise declares: “ And when my flesh is gone shall I see God.” 
This being the last meeting of the Jews’ College Literary Society in this 
building we may well say to the Society : “ Blessed art thou in thy going out, 
blessed wilt thou be in thy coming in.” The Society has done good work here ; 


it may be hoped it will continue to do good work in the spacious, comfortable, | 


and attractive Lecture Hall in the new building.—(Cheers.) 


The CuaikMan quoted Dr, Abbott's definition of a metaphor as “a trans- 
ference of the relations between one set of objects to another for the purpose 


of brief explanation.” A simile, on the other hand, is a sentence setting out i) 
full a similarity of relations. “A thought strikes me” is a metaphor. “As a 
stone strikes a body, soa thought makes itself perceptible to the mind,” is a 
simile. Implied metaphors are to be found in abundance in every language. 
Thus for the idea of forgiveness (“forgive ' is itself a metaphor) Hebrew has 
three different words, each conveying a different metaphorical idea : 153 “ to 
cover,’ whence MSD) (wrongly translated “mercy-seat” in the Authorised 
Version) NW’) “to bear,” or “take away,” and AMD “to blot out.’ 
There is a desire among men that nature should sympathise with them. 
As the Psalmist says: ‘the streams clap their hands, the mountains shout in 
unison.” /Eschylus speaks of the “ countless laughter of the waves.” Classica! 
writers are fond of personifications. But the Bible sternly repudiates that 
form of expression. Cause and effect are all centred in the one God. But it 
indulges freely in metaphors in order to give some conception of the Deity. 
In the Song of Moses, God is said to be aof man war AMD WN. © How 
can you call God a man?” the Samaritan priest had said to him, 
“Ours is the right version MON N33 7 ‘the Lord is mighty in war.’ ' 
Mr. Adler quoted the 17th Psalm “Keep me as the apple of the 
eye.” |S is the little man seen reflected in the pupil, and is incon. 
gruously followed by j'Y M3 “the daughter of the eye. So the Greeks 
spoke of kore (the maiden), and the Latins of “pupilla.”) P83 


“hide me under the shadow of Thy wings” is a beautiful but somewhat mixed 


metaphor, familiar to us from our evening prayer. Another mixed metaphor 
is to be found in Psalm XI. 6, “upon the wicked he shall rain snares; fire, 
brimstone, and an horrible tempest in the portion of theircup.” In moving a 
vote of thanks to the Lecturer, the Chairman said he considered it a happy idea 
to place papers before the Society which would conduce to a wider and more 
careful study of the Bible and the Classics. . 


Dr. CHorzxer briefly replied. and a vote of thanks to him for his 
interesting Paper concluded the proceedings.

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Jewish Religious Education Board. 


— — 


\ meeting of the Jewish Religious Education Board was held on Wednesday 
at the Central Synagogue Chambers. There were present : 

Mr. HENRY LUCAS, President, in the Chair, Miss Nettie Adler, Mrs. Delissa .J h 
Mrs, Morris Joseph, the Revs. the Chief Rabbi, and J. I’. Stern ; Messrs. E. N. Adler H 


p Arnholz, B. A Fersht, Morris Harris, L. Jacob, A, Levy, Theodore Meyers, 
Asber |. Myere, and J. Trenner. 


Ai tne last meeting of the Board Mr. Henry Davis, of Birmingham. attended, 
and explained his suggestions for the formation of a Hebrew Education Board, 
and for making some radical alterations in the methods of teaching Hebrew in 
Religion Classes and Schools. After some discussion the suggestions of Mr. 
Davis were referred to the Executive Committee for consideration and 
report. The Committee recommended to the Board the adoption of 
the following resolutions :— 

That the Board thank Mr. Henry Davis for the trouble he was good enough to take 


in attending the meeting of the Board, and expounding his views on the teaching 
of Hebrew inour Classes and Schools, 


_ That whilst fully sympathising with the desire that the amount of Hebrew teaching 
in Our Classes shoald be increased—a desire that is shared by the members of the 
Board—they regret that they are unable to adopt his suggestion owing to the 
short time that can be devoted to Hebrew and Religious Instruction. 


That they cannot adopt Mr. Davis's suggestion, that the education in Religion and 
Scrip ure History be postponed untii the pupils bave been fully grounded in the 
knowledge of Hebrew, as they hold that these important subjects should be taught 
their pupils as soon as they commence attendance at their Classes. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, the resolutions were adopted unanimously, 
with the addition of the words (moved by the Crier Rips), “that the*Board - 
did not consider the time opportune for the formation of a Hebrew Education 
Board.” 


With regard to an application from the West End Hebrew Classes for a 
subvention, the Executive Committee reported to the effect that having regard 
to the claims upon the funds of the Board for maintaining classes at public 
elementary schools, the Committee could not recommend that any grant should 
be made to the West End Classes. | 


The CHAIRMAN said that it had been found that nearly all the pupils of 
the West End Classes (with the exception of about 25 only), attended the 
Westminster Jews’ Free School, where they received Religious and Hebrew 
instruction, 


Mr. B. Ferstitt earnestly supported the application for a grant. Some of 
the pupils attended Board Schools. He moved that the application should be 
referred back to the Executive Committee for consideration. 


Mr. M. Harris seconded the amendment. 


The CH1lEF Rann said that the recommendation of the Executive Com- 
mittee should not be regarded as a slur upon the classes, but seeing that there 
was such an immense amount to be done at the East End in connection with 
Religious Classes at Board schools, the Committee considered that their first 
duty was towards these Kast Kod classes rather than in the West End. He had 
been able personally to satisfy himself that the instruction at the West End 
Classes was being conducted with great efficiency, so that his objection to a 
yrant was based upon quite other considerations. 


| Mrs. Morris JOSEPH said she knew thata number of Jewish children in the 
Soho district were quite ignorant of Hebrew and religion. 


Mr. A. Levy said that it was evident that more information should’ be 
placed before the Board. He was greatly in sympathy with the application for 
a grant, 


Theamendment was negatived by & to 4. 


Mr. J. TRENNER moved, and Mr. M. Harris seconded, that a grant of £10 
be made, but, after some conversation, this motion was withdrawn, and the 
recommendation of the Executive Committee was carried. 


Mr, LioNen Jacon, the Treasurer, brought up a revised Scale of Salaries 
for Teachers. He said that the revision would involve some increase in the 
expenditure of the Board. After an emendation with regard to the salaries to 
Lara pt teachers entering the service of the Board, the Scale was 
adopted, 


After the consideration of some administrative matters relating to Rut- 
land Street, Lower Chapman Street, and Baker Street Classes, an application 
from the Hammersmith Synagogue Religion Classes fora subvention was, on the 
recommendation of the Executive Committee, not acceded to. : 

The Cuier Raps moved the following resolution, adjourned from the last 
meeting :— 

That the Executive Committee be asked to ascertain the cost of producing a booklet 
containing the Sabbath Afternoon Service (from the Authorised Prayer Book) 
with the exception of the Ethics of the Fathers, for the use of the children 
attending the Children's Services which have been organised by the Committee of 
Ministera in accordance with the desire of this Board. | 


Dr, Adler pointed out the necessity of the children attending the Children’s 
Services being provided with copies of the Service. 


The Rev. J. F. SreRN opposed the motion. He considered that excerpts 
from the Sabbath Morning Service were more prayerful and attractive for 
children than the Afternoon Service. sie 

Mr. E. N. ADLER said he felt some diffidence in agreeing with Mr. Stern, 
having regard to the quarter whence the motion emanated. But his experience 
at the Sabbath School taught him that the Book contemplated in the motion 
Was not suitable and sufficient by iteelf. | ae 

The CHAIRMAN said that he objected, as a general principle, to the Board 
undertaking the printing of any books except such as were needful for the 
Board's own work, He therefore objected to this matter being referred to the 

xecutive Committee, | 

Mr. THEODORE MEYER pointed out that the whole of the Sabbath After- 
noon Service, including the 104th Psalm and the following 14 Psalms, and even 
the Portions of the Law, would have to be included in the Book, for the entire 
“statutory” service was gone through at the Children’s Services at the Great 

synagogue, and even the address to the children was not given until the entire 
service was gone through. The whole arrangement of the services should be 
radically altered,

MORITZ BAUER. 


On Sunday last, the 25th of February, death removed the well-known 
Herr Moritz Bauer, of Hamburg, after a short illness. The deceased 
was born in Peine, Hanover, on the Zod of September, 1799, and was thus in 
his 10lst year. In 1883, he transferred his domicile to Hamburg, where several 
of his children, grandchildren, and great-grandchildren reside. _On the occasion 
of his golden wedding the Emperor conferred upon him the golden marriage 
Jubilee medal. When, on the 2ad of September last, the deceased cele- 
brated his hundredth birthday, the Prussian Envoy presented him, by order 
of His Majesty, the small golden King’s medal. Hs was hale and hearty 
until his fatal illness. He was highly esteemed and was of excellent repute. 


The late Hyman Feldman.—A Correspondent writes : A familiar figure 
has disappeared from the East End of London by the death of Mr. Hyman 
Feldman, in his 70th year. Up to the time of his illness, which lasted for nearly 
twelve months, Mr. Feldman retained all his faculties and energies to the fullest 
degree.

West Central Jewish Girls’ Club. 


ANNUAL EXHIBITION OF WORK. 


Last Sunday afternoon, the West Central Jewish Girls’ Club was en /éte. 
Even the enlarged premises not being able to accommodate the large number of 
visitors who had accepted the invitation of the Committee and members to view 
their exhibition of work. Messrs. F. Jackson and Co., proprietors of motor 
cars and cycles, kindly placed their riding school at the disposal of the Com- 
mittee. This hall had, through the kindness of Messrs. Searcy and Co., been 
rendered quite festive with garlands and bright stage decorations. Here the 
members of the singing class gave a very fair rendering of the rather difficult 
cantata, called “the Sea Kings Daughter. Some of the voices shewed very 
careful training, and all the performers sang with an energy and determination 
which testified to their industry. Several recitations given by individual girls 
were much praised, and the ensemble dramatic class recited very effectively the 
“Seven Ages of Man.” Perhaps the most interesting item of the programme 
was the drill display. The girls worked with precision and energy. and mani- 
pulated their dumb-bells, wands and clubs with ease and grace. The display 


terminated with a tambourine dance, which was received with great applause. | 


In the course of the afternoon, the Presipent (Miss Harris) spoke an 
address of welcome to the visitors, and appealed to the members to develop the 
qualities of kindness and good fellowship which were indispensable to the 
satisfactory development of the Club life. | 


The Hon. Sec rerary (Miss L. Montagu) gave an account ‘of the progress 
made in the educational and social branches of the Club organisation, and mide 
an earnest appeal for funds and personal service. 


Miss Monracu said: Last year when we had the honour of showing you 
our exhibition of work, I explained that it would be necessary to rebuild our 
Club in order to render it safe for the number of members whom we sought to 
accommodate, and shortly after our anniversary celebration, I sent out an appeal 
to which many of those here present responded most generously. But after 
the work had begun the district surveyor insisted on an emergency exit and 
sundry other alterations, ‘We were obliged to submit to his demands or close 
the Club. The result is that we have now to meet liabilities to the amount of 
£645. Our kind Hon. Architect, Mr. Flockhart, has declared that only the 
absolutely necessary work has been done, and that it has been well done. We 
have £145 left over from our rebuilding fund, and we have another sum of £100 
which was held in reserve in case of emergency. If we use this sum 
our position will become very insecure, but even when we have used it we 
shall still havea serious debt of £400 to pay. | appeal to you most earnestly te 
assist us to meet these liabilities. | will try to justify my position by shewing 
that during the last year our work has progressed considerably. It is divided 
into two main divisions ; the educational and the social work. We have now 
20 menibers of whom Iss attend at least once a week for some educational 
| will not weary you with an enumeration of the sixteen subjects 
which we teach in our club, Most of our classes are under ‘the Education 
Department, and we received Jast year a grant of £50 Vs, c\b, as 


compared with £55 ts. 04. of the preceding year. ‘To the = siubjects 
taught then, we have added hygiene and four of our members 
received National Health Society certificates. We have now in our 


English Class, which is under the supervision of the Russo-Jewish Committee, 
65 members. Last year we had about 40, and it is, I venture to say, a rather 
imposing sight to see the girls come up, after a hard day's work, night after 
night. to learn the rudiments of English. You have seen the girls drill; you 
have heard them sing and recite. In afew moments I hope you will go into the 
club premises and view specimens of their handiwork, so I will not weary you 
with a longer analysis of our educational work. The social side of our organisa- 
Every night 
the members drawing-room is open to those girls who are too tired or unwilling to 
join the classes. In this room many happy hours are spent: here workers and 
members learn to understand one another and to sympathise with‘one another's 
needs, Saturday and Sunday evenings are reserved for social meetings, and the 
attendance fluctuates between 8) and 100. I should like to point out.asa healthy 
sign of progress in our Club that the members have this year taken a far more 
responsible share in its organisation. The six representative members of the 
Committee have worked most earnestly and successfully, and have associated 
with themselves a large number of the elder girls. I must dwell for a moment 
on the visiting work, which is, perhaps. the most important element in our under- 
taking. More visiting has been done this year, and thus we have been able to know 
the individual lives more thoroughly through understanding the circumstances by 
which those lives are surrounded. We could never obtain satisfactory personal 
relations with our girls if we only saw them in large numbers in our Club. 
Again, the country holidays were this summer more successful than ever before. 
Ninety-seven girls were sent away by our organisation, and six workers in turn 
shared the holidays with the girls. A large proportion of the holiday expenses 
is borne by the members themselves. ‘They are further assisted by the Factory 
Girls Country Holidays Fund, It is impossible for me to enter into a more 
elaborate analysis of the Club work. I have still to inform you that owing to 
the enlargement of our premises the cost of maintenance has been increased

by £150. Weare most anxious to let our rooms in the daytime in order to 
meet these extra claims, but, until now, our efforts to tind 
tenants have been fruitless. I would especially appeal to those of our lady 
visitors whose ages are between |4 and 30. [| would point out to them that our 
girls’ ages are the same as: theirs, and that their wants are remarkably similar, 
They, too, want to lead happy and good lives ; they, too, want to develop all 
the gifts of heart and mind and hand with which they have been endowed, 
The girls for whom this club exists have long houra in the workshop ; most of 


them are meron ss in uncomfortable surroundings from 8 in the morning to * 


at night, with 1} hours leisure for meals. Even long usage does not render such 
lives of drudging painless or gay. Human nature, especially girl nature, require 
something more; we must supply what is required. This is in many respects a 
very terrible district, and unless we give our girls the opportunity to spend 
their leisure at least innocently if not profitably, we dare not 
blame them if they commit acts which disgrace their womanhood. 
I have asked for much. [I have asked for large donations with which to meet 
our building debts and large subscriptions with which to defray the increased 
cost of maintenance. I must ask for yet more. We are in need of personal 
service. Several of our most efficient workers have recently left us or are about 
to leave us. We must not be selfish enough to complain, as they have gone to 
fulfil other happy duties. But I must appeal to you to supply their places, 
Thus we need personal service within the Club. We also need’personal service 
without the Club. We have at this moment several girls who are in England 
without their families, and for them we need a lodging house which, after the 
initial expenses, should be self-supporting. At present these girls are living in 
dangerous surroundings and something must be done to rescue them. My colleagues 


and [ have our hands too full to undertake a new development of thiskind. We 


will supply the girlsif others will give the necessary personal service which such 
undertakings involve. A gentleman who does not wish his name. to be. 
has promised me this afternoon £100, with which the home can be started, on 
condition that it be made afterwards self-supporting. I have asked for much. 
and on my side [ can only promise little—I can give no guarantee that our 
work will succeed. If, however you will still give us your confidence; if you 
will extricate us from the. grievous financial difficulties with which we are 
struggling, I can promise in my colleagues’ name and my own, to work as long 
as we have strength and leisure, and to work with renewed hope and faith : 
and I think work undertaken in this spirit is never allowed altogether to fail. 

After the performance was ended, the visitors were asked to take tea and 
inspect the exhibition of work in the club premises. Specimens of cooking, 
plain work, dress-making, art needlework, millinery, writing, drawing, lace- 
making, basket-work and chip-carving were arranged on tables all round the 
large clubroom. All this work did much credit to the industry and skill of the 
members, but the lace-making, basket-work, and chip-carving obtained the 
highest praise—a large stall was filled with fancy articles made by the girls at 
home during their leisure hours. The Committee and members were much 
gratified and encouraved by the kindly notice taken of the work by all tlie 
visitors, and although the afternoon had been to them a rather longand anxious 
one, they were able to receive without any sign of undue fatigue the throng of 
parents who came at 7 o'clock to view their children’s work, and to testify to 
their appreciation of the usefulness of the club and their sympathy with its 
alms. | 

The afternoon programme with very few varieties was repeated in the hall 
ani it was pleasant to notice the keen delight of the girls in doing their utmest 
to please their parents and friends. 

The Ciiter Rapst delivered an address, pointing out, to the members the 
various advantages of the club organisation and appealing to them to maintain 
the sacredness of the Sabbath eve at home. He also dwelt on the injuridu- 
influence of novelette reading and begged his hearers to cultivate an interest in 
good literature. He addressed a few sympathetic remarks to the parents in 
Yiddish. Then followed the prize-giving by the President to all those who 
who had been successful in the recent examinations held in each of the club 
classes, and the visitors were invited to repair to the club premises to view the 
It was certainly not before 10.30 p.m., that the celebration of the 
club anniversary was at an end, and all those who had taken part in it returned 
home happy through the success of their endeavours and determined to develop 
as far as possible the possibilities of the club, until it became a source of real 
blessing to the district. —

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Our New York Letter. 
Miss Sadie American and. the Jewish Sabbath. 


The lay sermon preached by Miss Sadie American in the pulpit of the Sinal 
Congregation of Chicago has received due notice in your columns. It has raised 
quite a dust here, and promises to be more than a nine days’ wonder. The 
appearance of a woman in a pulpit is not much of a novelty; what is in these 
times’ Nor is Miss American the first Jewish woman to appear in a Jewish 
pulpit. It is that which she said while in the pulpit which has raised a storm of 
protest in all the Conservative and Orthodox Jewish newspapers I have been 
able to see. Miss American is Secretary of what is called a national organisa- 
tion, the Women’s Council, and, as she is so active in the Council's work. he? 
public utterances are taken by many to voice the senfiments of the Organisation 
itself. Miss American has been an ardent Sunday-Sabbath observer, for a 
uumber of years. She has taken this occasion to speak her mind upon the sub 
ject of the transference of “Shabas” from Saturday to Sunday. A meeting in 
protest is to be held this coming week by the New York section of the Council, 
lt isperhaps unfortunate that the occasion for speaking the mind came jtst at 
this moment. It is what orators call an “ un-auspicious occasion:” for the 
triennial convention of delegates from all-the sections is to be held during next 
month at Cleveland, Ohio, and there must needs be a tug of war over the incum- 
bency of Miss American for a further period of years. It will be a “ long pull and 
a steady one.” ‘The ability to go to Cleveland, and the number of those 
who are able will, I am afraid, decide and not the intrinsic value of the 
arguments. 

It is also somewhat unfortunate that at the Convention of 18. held in New 
_ York, the following resolution was one of those offered by this same Miss 
American (if Ican trust the Kirponent) : “ Whereas we believe the observance 
of the Sabbath to be of paramount importance to the proper exercise and 
influence of religion, be it resolved that the members of the Council shall use 
all possible influence against the desecration of the Jewish Sabbath, and resolve 
to re-instate it in their homes in its pristine purity, ; 

Now, I cannot see that the orthodox members of the oryanisation are alto- 
vether wrong. ‘They feel very sternly on the Sabbath question le dernier 
coup, They do not wish to belong to a body which is represented by a woman 
whose views are so radically opposed to their own. But there is also a very 
larve percentage of Reform and Radical members. ‘The Chicago Section will 
probably go through fire and water for Miss American's sake ; and its members 
might ejually object to being represented by a very strict Sabbatarian. Both 
parties are to be contented, and Miss American might also ask for her share of 
contentment. Has she no right to an individual opinion? Cannot she repre- 
sent herself at times and‘ not the Council’ If she does not feel that 
oblige, will any other Secretary whom the coming convention may elect! The 
question is a serious one for the whole organisation: its so-called “ national ’ 
character is in danger. A similar question was raised last year when the idea 
of a Synod was again broached. If we are Jews only by religion, are our 
religious views 80 homogeneous that we can work upon a common platform’ I 
should be afraid to answer “ Yes.” | 


Convention of the B'nei Berith Order. 

The Quinquennial Convention of the Bnei Berith is to be held in Jtine in 
the city, of Chicago, The importance of this meeting will be gauged when one 
remembers that until the appearance of the Zionist Congresses at Basle, the 
Bnei Berith was the only attempt of an international Jewish organisation made 
in the great diaspora. Its proceedings will, of course, be watched with the 
greatest interest. In the meanwhile, I have to note that on January the 2th 
there was held at Scranton (Penn.) the biennial Session of District Grand 
Lodge No.3. Mr. Charles Hoffman, of Philadelphia, is its President. I see 
from his report that the order has been reaching out among the latest immi- 
grants to the United States. The Haskala Lodge is situatedin the Resso-Jewish 
district of Philadelphia, and the Alliance Lodge has been founded in the colony 
bearing that name. This District Grand Lodve also conducts a Manual Train- 
ing School, which during the five years of its existence, has influenced between 
three hundred and fifty and four hundred boys, The good done by stich 
Technical Schools is, of course, beyond all rating. Mr. James Hoffman, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees of the Hebrew Technical Institute in New York, 
has said in his last report “there is not one of the Hebrew Technical Institute 
Graduates out of employment.” 

| Professor Schechter and the New York Jewry. 

We have all learned with regret that Dr. Schechter’s coming to New York 
has not yet been definitely settled upon. It is a poor testimony to the interest 
which New York Jewry takes in the training of its future ministers that it has 
allowed such a wavering to be possible. The Hebrew Union College in Cin- 
cinnati seems also to be in a predicament, for its President has recently been led 
to say, because of its straiiied relations with the University of Cincinnati, that 
unless the College is enabled to do the University work itself, it cannot do its 
work at all. Here, then, are two institutions unable to do the work which they 
feel ought to be done. The question has arisen in the minds of many whether 
4 rapprochement is not possible between the two bodies. A Jewish University, 
or at least a Jewish Seminary, large and broad enough to stand for the whole 
Jewish community, might gain the support of the whole community. 

American Federation of Zionists. : 

Is a correspondent permitted to speak in the first person ? Some times, 
like the present, heisforced to doso. As President of the American Federation 
of Zionists, I had the pleasure of making a lecture-tour in the West and 
Speaking before the Zionist. organisations in Chicago, Cincinnati, Cleveland and 
Pittsburgh. An interesting presentation of Zionism was made a few weeks 
420 here in New York by the Rev. S. S. Wise before the People’s Institute in 
the large auditorium of Cooper Union. Mr. Wise treated the subject from 
8 economic and social aspects, As the Institute is made up of the most 
intelligent leaders of the working men, the debate which followed was exceedingly 
interesting, Instead of publishing its own newspaper, the American Federation 
Low prints a synopsis of Zionist news in some twenty-two J ewish journals 
scattered all over the United States. The Rev. Harris Masliansky, the great 
Yiddish preacher (and one of the Vice-Presidents of our Zionist organisation) 


now preaches regularly on Friday evening in the large hall of the Educational 
Institute. I was present afew weeks ago. A full-fledged mob surrounded the 


place demanding admission—so great is the popularity of this preacher. © 


His hold upon the people who understand himisenormous. It is not surprising. 
I have heard him very often, and I have always admired the way in which he is 
able to sway his large audiences, He is, perhaps, the greatest Jewish preacher 
in America, and a great power for good in the Ghetto quarters. 

The Jewish Encyclopxdia.

The editors look forward with pleasure 
to Mr, Jacobs's coming. This Encyclopwdia is certainly the greatest Jewish 
literary undertaking of the century. It is a certain pleasure to feel that 
English-speaking Jews are called up to lead in the work. 
750,000 Dollars to Jewish Charity. | 

Captain Julius Friedman is a name which none of us had heard of until he 
died about two or three weeks ago in San Francisco, When bis will was opened 
it was found that fully three-juarters of his estate (750,000 dols,) had been left 
to charity. The Home for Aged and Disabled Hebrews alone gets more than 
200,000 dols. He even went so far as to leave express orders that this Home 
should not bear his name, Captain Friedman was a bachelor anda rare example 
of an unostentatious charity which 1s far from freyuent in our days. 

The Jew in Contemporary Literature. 

The Jew is very evident in contemporary literature. ne can hardly open 

a magazine without fi.ding some phase of Jewish life touched upon. “ Werners 


Magazine” is a New York monthly devoted to artistic expression in all its 


manifold appearances. The February number is given over to a Symposium 
(formerly an intellectual feast, now too often an intellectual waste-basket)s 


entitled, * Expression from Impression as illustrated by the Jew.” And as this 


title may be as enigmatic to your readers as it was to me, I hasten to add the 
Magazine s own definition, ‘It is the purpose of this Symposium to prove that 
expressional power is developed in a people in the same general way as in an 
individual. We have chosen the Hebrew race to illustrate our thought, because 
from the beginning, the Hebrew has stood apart from other )coples: 
he is to a great degree a persistent type, and, therefore, the 
results of certain influences with which he has been surrounded, 
and of certain forces which have been brought to bear upon him, can be more 
easily distinguished in him than in a people in whose veins run many diffcring 
strains of blood.” Then come the opinions led off by a very excellent presenta- 
tion on “ The History of a Race and its Expressional Powers,” from the pen of 
Professor Thomas Davidson. For various and very excellent reasons I desist 
from adding any further adjectives, and merely give you the other titles. ‘ The 
Jew in Public Life” (Rev. Charles Fleischer), “The Voice of Israel” (Rev. Dr, 
H. Berkowitz), ‘‘Expression from Impression” (Rev. Dr. G. Gottheil), “ The 
Expression of Israel's Religious Genius ’ (Rev. 8. 8. Wise), ‘* The Qualities of a 
Successful Actor” (Daniel Frohman), “ Poets of the Ghetto ” (Rev. N. D. 
Philipson), ‘The Jew in Dramatic Literature ' (Rev. Dr. M. Harris), “ The 
Jew as an Artist’ (Catherine. M. Cohen), “ The Portion of the Modern 
Jew’ (Professor G. Deutsch), and “ The Jew in the World” (Rev. Dr. H. P. 
Mendes). 

My own opinion upon all these weighty matters is of no worth, I there- 
fore merely add the summing up of the Editor of the Symposium, Your readers 
may take the propositions as proven if they care to,

t, Under the heel of. persecution, his finer sensibilities were developed. 

5. The éyes of the world have always been on the Jew. He has been forced to act all 
through his history, with utter abandonment to the character assumed. 

6. The formation of the typical Jewish face shows strong emotionality and 
tremendous will. 

7, The Jew has never forgotton his mission to mankind. 

8. The Zionist movement, as the expression of the longings of the ages, is full of 
intensely dramatic possibilities. | 

”, The Jew has seen much and has felt deeply. Is not the world the great teacher of 
art? Is not experience the great developer of expressional power ?

Dr. H. Hirschfeld, Lecturer on Arabic and Assistant Librarian at Jews’

Manner counts for much in criticism. It is otherwise hard to explain how 


it is that one reads with pleasure the views of writers like Cornill and Budde. 
and yet cannot without resentment peruse a page of Wellhausen ; how it is that 


Dalman’s glorification of the Gospels at the expense of Judaism causes no 
violent irritation, while Schultz and Schiirer move one to indignation when 
taking a similar line, For the moment we are only concerned with Budde, whose 
new book. with the above title, has just been published by Putnam's. The secret 
in his case isclearly one ofmanner, Budde remembers that after all God is God, 
a fact which many “ Higher Critics’ forget. The latter often enough pat 
“ Jahveh ” on the back with much condescension. and seem not to discriminate 


between the development of the Israelite’s conception of the Deity, and the 


eternal, unchangeable reality of the divine nature. They confuse the lower 
ideas about God, which historical criticism may reveal, with the God himself, 
whom man was slowly and painfully endeavouring to realise. But Budde never 
makes this elementary mistake. To him God is and always was God,a righteous 


and spiritual being, the creator, the father, the adorable. 
In his first chapter, or lecture, Budde ingeniously developes his famous theory. 


that the religion of Israel originated with the Kenites, from whom the Hebrews 
adopted it. The Kenite conception was however that of a warrior God, 
revealing himself in storm—a nature God in short. How did this concep- 
tion become ethical? To this Budde offers a strikingly original answer. At 
Sinai Israel met a God unknown to it before. ‘Israel's religion became ethical 
because it was «a religion of choiceand not of nature, because it rested on a volun- 
tary decision which established an ethical relation between the people and its God 
for all time.” This idea Budde follows up in the second lecture, wherein he 
discusses the idolatry practised by Israel even after the revelation of God 
at Sinai. God then became the God of Israel as a whole, but there 
continued, side by side, household gods, sex gods, and even astral cults. The 
original worship of the, true God was simple, the chief ceremony being the 
Passover. “ But the simpler the original worship of Yahweh, the more easily 
could the most diverse elements of other religions creep in and strike root.” 
Budde is fond of describing his views not as destructive but as re-constructive, 
It will be perceived that in the theory just summarised, he is building on the 
theory of Scripture itself, that there was a degeneration from the true worship 
of God. Budde would qualify this by adding that there was a concurrent pro- 
gress in the popular beliefs. The triumph of monotheism was bound up with 
the gain, by Israel, of sole rule in Canaan. Priests, Prophets and Kings 
co-operated in producing this effect (Lecture III). Budde is perhaps at his best 
spiritually in this chapter. But we must continue. “ It was the same royal 
power to which the worship of Yahweh was indebted for so mighty an advance, 
indeed, for its final victory, that also dealt it the first severe blow, a blow so 
severe that, for a time, all that had been won was again brought into dispute.”’ 
(Lecture IV.) Both religiously and socially. the monarchy had bad effects. The 
revival of prophecy came as a salutary check. Amos and Hosea, the “ Writing 
Prophets,” were born out of the disappointment resulting from Jehu’s revolu- 
tion. “It was not enough to worship Yahweh, and Him alone ; everything 
depended on how He was worshipped,. Yahweh is the God of righteousness, of 
morality ; the supreme, the only indispensable requirement which He makes of 
His servants is righteousness, morality. This is openly declared by Hosea when 
he prophesies Yahweh's punishment of the House of Jehu, in spite of its 
meritorious service in overthrowing Baal-worship. But in Hosea’s predecessor, 
Amos, we also meet the same conviction. It is not for their idolatry 
that he threatens Damascus and Philistia, ‘l'yre and Edom, Ammon and Moab, 
with fearful punishment—it is almost as if this did not even come 
within his field of vision as sinful. It is only by violence, cruelty. 
treachery, that they have incurrred the penalty. It seems even indifferent 
whether the victim was the people of Yahweh or another. Shall 
Moab not to be punished for dishonouring the corpse of an Edomite King ’ 
(Amos ii., 1), It is morality for its own sake that Yahweh demands, and immo- 
rality for its own sake that He punishes. Thus in principle the barriers of 
particularism, of merely national religion, are broken down; universalism and 
individual religion cannot fail in course of time to spring from this soil.” In 


corrections. 


all of this, Budde thinks, written prophecy was sharply divided from popular 
prophecy, the former had a religious, the latter a national root. The latter 
preached prosperity, divine intervention to save Israel despite Israel’s sin. Not 
so the greater literary prophets. Henceforward there is permanence in the 
religious ideas, the prophets no longer announce oracles of a moment for « 
moment, but make great lasting enunciations of religious _ideis. 
even of a definite theology. How Budde develops his thesis further. in the 
remaining two lectures, how he compares and contrasts Isaiah, Jeremiah, and 
Ezekiel, cannot be told here in detail, nor how he conceives the process by which 
“the religion of Yahweh was destined to become the religion of all mankind. 
His final remark deserves, however, citation, “The study of all the religions of 
the world is sanctified by the fact that no one of them has been too humble f. 
God to make use of in teaching his people, and thereby bringing us all to an evvr 
deepening knowledge of Himself.” When such a spirit dominates the High + 
Critic, how shall one deny that he is making for a firmer faith, a truer know 
te of God? But then not all who claim the title are animated by the ww of 
Budde. A.

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MENASSEH BEN ISRAEL’S RE-SETTLEMENT ‘TRACTS. 


By LUCIEN WOLF, 
CONCLUDED, | 

The statesmen of the Commonwealth, who knew so well to conjure 
with human enthusiasm, were at bottom practical men. Cromwell himself 
had no sympathy with the unrestricted Toleration principles of the Baptists 
and still less with the Messianic phantasies of the Fifth Monarchy Men which 
Menasseh ben Israel had virtually embraced. The limits of the Protector's idea 
of Religious liberty are illustrated by his ostentatious patronage in 1652 of 
Owen's scheme of a Toleration limited to Christians. Dr, Gardiner thinks that 
he must have opposed the scheme when it was formulated in the Fifteen 
Fundamentals, and it is just possible that he did, but he never joined the 
unrestricted Tolerationists. His views were indeed, set forth very clearly in 
his speech to the new Parliament in September, 1654, when he opposed 
the Millenarians, the Judaisers and the Levellers by name. It is impossible for 
anybody reading this speech side by side with Menasseh ben Israel's tracts to 
believe that the author of it had any sympathy with the motives of the Jewish 
Rabbi. 

But Cromwell's statecraft was not limited to religious policy. He desired 
to make England great and prosperous, as well as pious and free, and for these 
purposes he had to consider the utility of his subjects even before he weighed 
their orthodoxy. Now the Jews could not but appeal to him as very desirable 
instruments of his colonial and commercial policy. They controlled the Spanish 
and Portuguese trade; they had the Levant trade largely in their hands; 
they had helped to found the Hamburg Bank, and they were deeply 
interested in the Dutch East and West Indian companies. Their command 
of bullion, too, was enormous, and their interest in shipping was considerable. 
Moreover, he knew something personally of the Jews, for there was already 
established in London a community of Marranos, possessing a secret Synagogue, 
some of whose members had proved exceedingly useful to the Parliamen- 
mentary Government as contractors and intelligencers. When in 1651 he passed 
the Navigation Act, which was intended to cripple Dutch commerce, the Jewish 
question became of practical and even urgent importance to him. One of the 
effects of the act would be to drive Jewish merchants from the Continent to 
England, and since their reception would be to the advantage of the country, it 
was desirable that some means of legalizing their residence should be found. 
This was the new form in which the Jewish question presented itself. 

[tis probable that when the St. John mission was despatched to the Hague 
shortly after the passing of the Navigation Act, to negotiate a union of the 
Foglish and Dutch Republics, its members were instructed to study the Jewish 
question, It is certain that they saw a good deal of Menasseh ben Israel during 
their sojourn in Holland. Thurloe, who was Secretary to the mission, had 
several conferences with the Rabbi, and the Synagogue entertained the mein- 
bers of the mission, notwithstanding that public opinion ran high against them. 
Strickland, the colleague of St. John, was ever afterwards regarded 
as an authority on the Jewish question, for he served on all the 
Committees appointed to consider Menasseh’s petitions. Still more striking is 
the fact that within a few weeks of the return of the Embassy a letter, the text 
of which has not been preserved, was received from Menasseh by the Council of 
State, and an influential Committee was at once appointed to peruse and answer 
it. Towards the end of the following year two passes couched in flattering 
terms were issued to the Rabbi to come to England. Meanwhile, however, the 
long-feared war broke out, and negotiations were perforce suspended. 

From 1652 to 1654 the home agitation for the Re-admission of the Jews 
sputtered weakly in pamphlets and broadsheets, In 1653 there was a debate in 
Parliament on the subject, but no conclusion was arrived at. In the following 
year a new element was introduced into the question by the appearance on the 
scene of a fresh petitioner from Holland, one Manuel Martinez Dormido, a 
brother-in-law of Menasseh ben Israel, and afterwards well known in 
England as David Abarbanel Dormido. Dormido, who had been one of the 
chiefs of the Amsterdam Synagogue, and a leading merchant of the city, was 
accompanied by Samuel ben Israel, a son of Menasseh. The fact that he had 
taken the business in hand, instead of Menasseh, seems to point to some want of 
-onfidence in the Rabbi's discretion. This theory is exceedingly probable, for 
Menasseh had by this time quarrelled with most of his friends in Amsterdam, 
and he was, moreover, still deep in his Messianic conception of the Resettlement 
\uestion, which appealed neither to the Government of the Commonwealth, 
nor to the hard-headed Jewish merchants of the Netherlands. 

_ With all his eccentricity, however, Menasseh possessed a quality of which 
Dormido was conspicuously deficient. He had prestige. Dormido was soon 
made to feel the want of this quality, for the Council of State coldly declined 
to decide the important question of the Re-admission on the petition of a 
comparatively unknown merchant. In this dilemma Dormido, who was 
personally anxious to settle in England, sent his nephew, Samuel ben Israel, in 
hot haste to Amsterdam to fetch his father. Menasseh consented once more 


to take up the question, and in October, 1555, he arrived in London with his | 


‘Humble Addresses ” in his pocket. : 

This tract’ was written and translated into English long before Menasseh 
‘eft Amsterdam, It had probably been prepared three years before when he 
irsi received his passes for England. That it was in existence at a time when 
his final mission was uncontemplated, is proved by its mention in a list of his 
works which he seat to Felgenhauer in February, 1655 (N.S.). The title is 
given as “De Fidelitate et utilitate Judaice Gentis,” and it is described as 
“ Libellus Anglicus.” This was nine months before he arrived in London, and 
three-and-a-half months before his brother-in-law sent for him. My impression 


is that the tract was prepared at the time of the St. John mission in 1651, and» 


that Menasseh had drafted it in accordance with the advice of Thurloe, who 
nad pointed out that the faithfulness and profitablenees of the Jewish people 


"Was likely to weigh more with Cromwell than the relation of their dispersion 


to the Messianic Age. At any rate the style and matter of the pamphlet are in 
welcome contrast to the fantastical theories of the “ Hope of Israel.” The 
anielic prophecy, is, it is true, still asserted, but only as an aside, the case for 


expediency. Incidentally certain floating calumnies against the Jews 
-—such as their alleged usury, the slaying of infants for the Passover, and their 


conversion of Christians—are discussed and rebutted. In regard to the con- 
version of Christians, Menasseh had completely changed his attitude since 
writing the “ Hope of Israel,’ for in that work he had boasted of the conversions 
made by the Jews in Spain. The prudent restraints Menasseh had imposed 
upon himself in the composition of this pamphlet, are the more marked, since 
we know that he had in no way modified his original views as expounded in 
the “ Hope of Israel.” This is shown by a letter he wrote to Felgenhauer early 
in the year, thanking him for dedicating to him the ‘“ Bonum Nuncium Israeli,” 
one of the maddest rhapsodies ever written. In this letter he reiterated all 
his former views, with the exception of his belief in the imminence of the 
millennium. 

The foreign relations of the Commonwealth at the moment of Menasseh's 
arrival in London, invested his mission with exceptional importance. Cromwell 
had at last broken with Spain by his negotiations of the French alliance. The 
certainty that war was coming rendered a solution of the Jewish question 
urgent, for the Marranos in London were Spanish subjects, and unless they 
could claim rights of residence in some other capacity than that of 
Spaniards their goods would be liable to confiscation, and their continuance in 
the country would become impossible. . To this fact is to be attributed the sup- 
port Menasseh immediately received from the whole body of Marranos, with the 
wealthy Antonio Fernandez Carvajal at their head. In the same circumstance. 
perhaps, we may see an explanation of the zeal with which Cromwell sought a 
prompt solution, based on a wide popular sanction, for he could not but be anxious 
that the little community which had so et proved its fidelity and usefulness 
should be spared to the country. Accordingly he summoned a Conference of 
representative lawyers, merchants, and divines, to whom he submitted the 
question whether it was lawful to admit the Jews. = 

The Conference held four sittings at Whitehall between the 4th and the 1th 
December. To the great disappointment of the Protector, it revealed a strong 
feeling against even a moderate toleration, the majority being in favour of restric- 
tions which would have rendered the resettlement on a large scale impossible. 
One important result however it produced. The two Judges serving on the 
Conference, the Lord Chief Justice Glyn and the Lord Chief Baron Stiele, gave 
it as their opinion that “there was no law which forbad the Jews returning into 
England. With this decision the Protector resolved to be satisfied. It was a 
charter to take his own course, and he dismissed the Conference without per- 
mitting it to adopt a schedule of persecuting conditions of residence which had 
been drawn up by a Sub-Committee. . 

To all appearances, however, the battle waslost. The angry speeches against 
the Jews made at the Conference, and its dispersion without a decision, produced 


the effect of a complete failure. The important opinion of the Judges passed 


unnoticed: only the Protector and the Marranos saw the importance of it. 
Menasseh, who had wanted a public decision which would have rung through the 
world as a proclamation of a new asylum for Israel, was bitterly disappointed. 
He joined with the Marranos in obtaining from the Protector permission to 
acquire a burial ground, and to hold divine service according to the Jewish 


ritual in private houses, but the granting of these requests did not console him. . 


In his opinion nothing was changed, the Marranos still living under the per- 
sonal protection of the Protector. Asa matter of fact a vital change had been 
accomplished, for the legality of the Re-admission had been decided. The Jews 
were henceforth free to come and go, and no special disabilities outside those 
which already applied to aliens and heretics, could be imposed upon them, except 
by Parliament. While Cromwell stood between them and Parliament they 
were safe. The effect of the decision was shown when, on the outbreak of the 
Spanish war, the goods of one of the Marranos were seized as ‘lawful prize.” 
The Marrano declared he was not a Spaniard, but a Portuguese, and in the 
alternative pleaded that he was a Jew. All the other Marranos seized the 
opportunity of throwing off their disguises, and the Jewish plea was accepted 
as valid by the Admirality Commissioners. The seized goods were discharged, 
and none of the other Marranos were molested. = 
Still Menasseh protested that his mission had failed, and he remained on in 
London, hoping yet to obtain the public charter on which he had set 
his heart. At this period, he wrote his third Re-settlement tract—the 
“ Vindicie Judwsorum.’ Prynne had published his violent “ Demurrer ” against 
the Jews, and other anti-Jewish writers had been busy raking up the hideous 
calumnies which had haunted the Jews throughout their Dispersion. These 
attacks stung the mortified Rabbi to the quick. Disappointment he could bear, 
but to see his people held OR to obloquy after he had dreamt for them so 
splendid a history was a blow he could not endure in silence. In this 
spirit he wrote his famous Vindication. Nothing that had come from his 
facile pen is more dignified, more impressive, more convincing. The vanity, the 
superficiality, the pretentious mysticism of his former days had gone. He was 
no longer playing a part even to himself. He was merely the champion of his 
eople, writing from a heart whose every throb was for their welfare and their 
onour. The simple eloquence of this essay, its naive garrulousness, the glimpse 
it yields of a pious, gentle, self-denying character made it one of the most 
effective vindications of the Jews ever written. The best tribute to its value is 
afforded by the fact that it has been frequently reprinted in ali parts of 
Europe where the calumnies it denounced have been revived. It is curious that 
of all his‘works the only one that has proved of enduring usefulness 1s a contro- 
versial pamphlet of an ay ephemeral character. If on no other account, 
Menasseh ben Israel deserves the gratitude of his people for his “ Vindicie 
Judeorum,” 
It was his last literary effort. For another eighteen months he remained 
doggedly in London, praying for “a final determination from his Serene High- 
ness.” His disappointment had become a delusion which alienated all his 
friends. He found himself in a strange land with scarcely any resources, 
but still he stopped on. In September, 1657, he lost his only surviving son, 
Samuel ben Israel, who had remained with him in London. Then his spirit 


broke. Begging a few pounds from the Protector, he bent his steps home- | 


ward, carrying with him the corpse of hisson. Two months later, he also died 
. heart at the house of his brother-in-law, Ephraim Abarbanel, of 
iddelburg. 

Menasseh did not succeed in his mission to England ashe conceivedit. He 
was, however, the unconscious instrument by which the Re-admission of the 
Jews was effected. It was largely due to him that the Jewish question became 
a problem of practical fone in England during the Commonwealth, and he 
was certainly the means by which the Judges’ decision in favour of the legality 
of the Re-admission was obtained. The opinion might have been otherwise 
secured, but clothed in_the digt ity of the Whitehall Conferences, it was 
obtainable only through Menasseh’s mission. He was no doubts made use of 
by both the Protector and the Marranos, but his influence and character were 
indispensable to them, and if he did not obtain all he hoped for, he at any rate 
secured all they wanted. Hence the Re-admission of the Jews to Englsnd must 
always be prominently associated with the name of Menasseh ben Israel. The 
victory be gained was apparently a small and precarious one, but its growth and 
ultimate permanence were a justification of the grounds on which he solicited the 
larger concession. The Euglish Jews maintained and enlarged the smal! 
foothold he won for’ them because they realised the portraiture of the 
Jewish citizen contained in his—to us—epoch-making tract “ De Fidelitate

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COLONIAL AND FOREIGN NEWS. 


AUSTRALIA- 


The Rev. D. I. Freedman, B.A., Minister of the Perth (Western 
Australia) Hebrew Congregation, in his capacity as Chairman of the Govern- 
ment Board of Education, recently presided at the Distribution of Prizes at 
the State Schools. At the Girls’ School he shared the dutv of distributing the 

rizes with the Bishop of Perth. Mr. Freedman is also Head-master of the 
Perth Hebrew School, and at the distribution of prizes he presented a report 
in which he stated that the Committee had every reason to be gratified with the 
work done and with the attendance of pupils, who numbered 5. 


_In the report presented to the First Annual Meeting of the Perth Hebrew 
Philanthropic Society, the Committee state that the London Jewish Board of 
Guardians had sent out families who, owing to ill-health were totally unable to 
The Committee has 
accordingly written to the Board protesting against any such further action. 


One family of six persons had, by means of special donations, been sent to their 
friends in England. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

Our Vienna correspondent last week called attention to a debate in the 
Hungarian Chamber of Deputies, in the course of which the Minister for Agri- 
culture made some remarks which are characteristic of the broad-mindedness of 
the Cabinet generally. Herr Daranyi was replying to an interpellation on an 
indiscretion of a subordinate in his department, and after stating that this 
official had no intention of insulting any race or religion, he added: “ The 


Government will not permit any anti-Semitic tendencies to creep into the 


Hungarian Civil Service. The Jews have conferred services on Hungary which 
it would be ungrateful to ignore. The Government takes its stand on the prin- 
ciple that all Hungarians have equal rights, be they Roman Catholics, Protes- 
tants, or Jews.” he Minister's speech was received with cheers from all parts 
of the Chamber with the exception of a few Clerical members. 


Tbe proposed alteration in the Josephtstadt, the Jewish Ghetto of the city 
of Prague, once more endangers the old Jewish cemetery situated in that 
quarter. This old cemetery, replete with historical tombstones and memories 
of days gone by, is to be removed by order of the Town Council, Not only 
Prague Jewry, but Jews all the world over, have an interest that this order 
shall not be executed, Upon the portals of this “ House of Life’ are inscribed 
the words “ Fear the Ancient,’ ‘‘ Esteem Property,” and “ Peace to the Dead.” 
Many a time this cemetery, in which have been laid to rest some of the greatest 
of the Jewish people, has been threatened, but such designs have been always 
frustrated. In order to preserve the ground, an appeal has been made to the 
Society for the Preservation of Monuments in Austria. 


The Society for the Promotion of Handicrafts Among Jews in Vienna has 
just celebrated the sixtieth anniversary of its existence. In honour. of the 
event, a festive gathering was held in the Council Chamber of the community. 
Among those present were Hofrath Migerka, Imperial Councilor Klinger, 
representing the Jewish community: Deputy Wrabetz, Town Councillor 
Stern and Imperial Councillor Frankel, representing the Chainber of Commerce 
and Industry ; Dr. V. Dorn, on behalf of Lower Austrian Industrial Association ; 
Baron Konigswarter and Chief Rabbi Giidemann. At the conclusion of the 
address of welcome, delivered by the Vice-President, Town Councillor Zifferer, 
the Secretary, Dr. Edward Reis, stated that during the past year 363 lads were 
apprenticed to various trades, and 198 apprentices had concluded their term of 


apprenticeship. It is to be regretted that many of the workmen s guilds bring | 


pressure to bear upon masters not to accept Jewish apprentices. Speeches were 
also delivered by Dr. Giidemann and Baron Konigswarter. 


FRANCE, 


An official of the French Ministry of Marine, named Philipp, was reported 
lately to have sold official secrets to a foreign power.

-.. On the nomination of the Minister of Foreign Affairs, Dr. Alexander Mar- 
morek, Chief of the Laboratory at the Pasteur Institute, has been appointed a 
Chevalier of the Legion of Honour. He is the author of a very important work on 


the serotherapeutic treatment of erysipelas and puerperal fever. It will be re-. 


membered that when bubonic plague broke out at a hospital in Vienna two 
years ago, Dr, Marmorek hurriedly left Paris for that city, and at considerable 
risk injected anti-toxine serum into some of the plague-stricken patients. He

A young man, named Lyonnel Adhmar, has been the victim of Jew-hatred 
and would have fared badly had it not been for the sense of justice of the 
Court of Cassation. He was a commercial traveller for a large vine-grower 
near Bordeaux, and gave every satisfaction to his employer, in whose eyes he 
had but one defect, that of being a Jew. One day Adhmar, in the course of 
conversation with his principal, maintained his belief in the innocence of 
Captain Dreyfus. This was too much for the vine-grower, who dismissed him, 
but was not satisfied with this arbitrary act. Adhmar had received 300 francs, 
as commission on orders he had obtained, but some of these had not been paid, 


their correctness having been contested. The principal not only demanded the — 


return of the commission, which was within his right, but he preferred a charge 
of embezzlement against his late employé, A juge d’instruction sent him 
before the Court of Correction at Bordeaux, which showed its ill-will by refusing 
to call eight witnesses whom the defendant had cited to give evidence as to his 
character. He was sentenced to three months’ imprisonment, against which he 
appealed. In the course of the hearing before the Chamber of the Court at 
Bordeaux, the President gave expression to his bias against Jews, and naturally 
the sentence was confirmed, Adhmar thereupon appealed to the Court of 


Cassation, the Criminal Section of which has quashed the judgment and 
declared that there was no foundation for the accusation brought against him. 


GERMANY, 


In the Gemeinde Verwaltung of Munich two highly respected Jewish 
citizens were elected, As a protest all the other members resigned office in 
preference to sitting with Jews. 


ITALY. 


The poor in Florence, and especially the children belonging to that class, 
have lost a warm friend in Baroness Enrichetta Vivante Levi, who died at the 
age of forty years, after only two days’ illness, from pneumonia, Her death 
was particularly pathetic, as her illness was caused by ber devoted nursing of a 
little son who had been attacked with influenza. The Baroness specially 
interested herself in the General Society for the Care and Education of Poor 
Children. which was founded by her husband. She enjoyed the highest esteem 
among all classes of Florentines, who were largely represented at the funeral, 


JAMAICA. 


Mr. A. H. Josephs, who had been for forty years Shammas of the German 
and Amalgamated Congregation at Kingston, died there last month,

Who is it ? 
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The Hessian Jews. 


The Jewish inhabitants of Hesse have sent the following petition to the 
second Chamber :— 
. “More than /() years ago, on the 2nd August, 1848, religious liberty and the 
equality of all creeds was established by law in our smaller fatherland. When 
(jermany was united into one realm, the law of the 7th July, 1X69, was estab- 
lished in every part of Germany, by virtue of which the holding of any public 
office shall be independent of any religious confession. When anti-Semitism 
was at its height, a deputation of Jewish Congregations of Darmstadt, Giessen 
and Mainz was informed that the Jewish Congregations would be treated in 
accordance with the rights they legally held, as it was the will of the Grand Duke 
cored Israelitish subjects should be protected like the adherents of other 
creeds, 
Whilst however in the rest of the German Empire this law and regulation 
as cited above were carried into practice so that any religious confession exer- 
-ises no influence onthe enjoyment of his civil right on the part of any subject. 
such equality with the adherents of other faiths has not fallen to the share of 
the Hessian population of the Israelitish race. As often as a Jew becomes an 
applicant for a position as Judge, or Staatsanwalt, he is passed, though there is 
no legitimate objection to his appointment. But if the same person changed 
his religion he was immediately appointed to the post he sought. Wehave now 
for several decades suffered this injury in pain and bitterness, hoping for redress 
from every new Ministry. | 

The Jews had already resolved (in consequence of Jews being refused 
~ positions, simply because they were Jews and clected to remain such) to lay a 
petition before the higher Stindekammer, when a well-known law-suit gave 
the responsible Minster. of Justice an opportunity for a declaration of 
programme, 7 

Although during fifty years our brethren have fre juently given utterance 
to this grievance, though perhaps all too mildly, and although it was brought 
up in the Stindekammer how the Government had acted contrary to the laws 
cited above, the Minister of Justice thinks himself justified in saying that 
‘those interested most in the question. have not lodged previous complaint.” 
Certainly, we had that faith in our leaders of law which made us expect justice 
at their hands without loud clamouriny, and we did not lose our hope that at 
last the Jews of Hesse would be treated in accordance with the law of the land. 
A generation of Jewish aspirants has offered its services to the State with this 
result, and those who adhered to the faith were punished :ind those who proved 
heretical to their belief were rewarded. ' We feel assured that against such a 
misconception of moral ideas our Christian brethren will join us in our protest. 
Such conduct is all the more incomprehensible, and must work all the greater 
mischief because it proceeds from the Government, which is called upon above 
all private individuals to set an example of unflinching and faithful execution 
of the laws and regulations of the State. It is with the deepest regret that we 
have been informed that the law (“Justiz ') must he guided by considerations 
of an overwhelming tendency in certain sections of the community, and that 
this consideration over-rules laws and regulations. When anti-Semitism was 
- not spread among the people at large, the Government used it as an excuse for 
keeping Jews out of office. Now, the Government argue that this same anti- 
Semitism prevents them from executing thelaw in spirit and in word, although 
they utterly condemn the anti-Semitic movement as such. Never was any 
other section of the community so treated, and it would indeed undermine all 
the order of the State if minorities were to be denied their rights because of 
some passing disturbance or error on the part of alarver or smaller section of 
the people. Surely the law should constitute the rock against which such 
rising of the waves should dash itself to pieces. 

In the other countries of Kurope Jewish judges ovcupy the bench from 
the “ Reichs” to the “ Amts” Court, and in some parts where anti-Semitisin 
has taken deep and central root, Jews act as Judges without let or hindrance. 
Yet the Government of Hesse considers its people so backward, or the Jews of 
the country so unworthy, that here they cannot do, what everywhere else can 
be and isdone, We protest against this degradation, which affects our Christian 
brethren along with ourselves. We can bring proofs greater than the opinions 
of the representatives of the Government, who have in fifty years not been 
able to carry out the demands of the law of the land, that we are counted equal 
in our claims by our fellow-citizens. (ne glance round the country, particularly 
to Rhenish-Hessen, will show that the people have given any post which they 
had the right to give to Jews fora period extending over fifty years. Since 
INJS the population of Hessen has never made any distinction between Jews 
and Christians in any appointment to communal offices, or in any direction 
where the opinion of the people find a hearing. Notwithstanding this fact 
Hessen has not received a single Jewish judge with the exception of 


numerous appointments made at the sugyestion of the representatives of - 


commerce by the Grand Duke. These Handelsrichter are honorary officers 
“only. 

"Taftiensed by the firm conviction that over and above the practice of the 
Ministry, the “ Stiindekammer” stands asa protector of the laws of the realm, 
and as the guardian of minorities to help them to their rights, we Hessians of 
Jewish birth appeal to the representatives of the people. ce 

We have been nurtured in a deep faith in the question of justice of 
Germany, our brethren of the Jewish faith have willingly shed their lifeblood 
for the power and unity of this great realm, everywhere we stand shoulder to 
shoulder with our Christian brethren in the defence of morality and of the 
Fatherland, We demand that we shall no longer be treated as inferiors In any 
department, 

The practice of our Government, as followed hitherto, puts us below the 
- Jews outside of Hesse, and by this means feeds anti-Semitism. In so doing 
they make a standing danger to the moral tone and the patriotism of the whole 
population of Hessen. We demand our right, which cannot be destroyed by 
fifty years of unjust delay. May our representatives see to it that the regula- 
tions in favour of the Jews shall no longer remain a dead letter, but be 
henceforward invested with the life of just application. x. &.

NOODLE PUDDING.—Beat six eggs and mix with them a pinch of salt and enough 
flour to make a paste; roll the paste out thin and cut it into strips about an inch wide. 
Boil the strips for a few minutes and then lay them on a sieve to drain. Then mix with 
them a quarter of a pound of currants, a quarter pound of raisins, stoned and chopped, the 
grated rind of a lemon, two ounces of mixed peel, and a quarter pound of melted fat, to- 
gether with four eggs well beaten. Put the mixture into a greased and sugared mould 
and steam it for two and a half hours. Serve with the following sauce. Beat the yolks of 
two eggs with an ounce of castor sugar, add a gill of boiling water, the juice of a lemon,

~ NO LIONS IN NEWCASTLE. 

If Mrs. Edith Beck had said that, in 
September, 145, whilst living in New- 
castle, she was attacked by a lion, we 
should have believed her: for wild ani- 


mals sometimes escape from menageries | 


and attack people in the streets. 

Nevertheless such incidents are rare, 
and no inhabitant of Newcastle ever 
hesitates to go out of doors through fear 
of meeting a roving beast of prey. 

Yet in alluding to an experience with 
rheumatism this lady uses the word 
attacked, as though the complaint had 
about it an ugliness and spite, somewhat 
as a hungry lion has.

MENU OF A DINNER POR SIX PERSONS. 


Mock Turtle Soup. 
Boiled Mackerel. Fennel sauce. 
Chicken Croquettes. 
Roast Beef. 
Spinach, Potato Puffs. 
Noodle Pudding. Orange Jelly. 

CHICKEN CROQUETTES.—Pound some cold chicken and make it into a delicate 
forcemeat, mixing with it some chopped mushrooms. Form into egg-shaped pieces, dip 
them in egg, then in pounded vermicelli and fry in boiling fat. 

NooDLE PoppING.—Beat six eggs and mix with them a pinch of salt and enough 
flour to make a paste; roll the paste out thin and cut it into strips about an inch wide. 
Boil the strips for a few minutes and then lay them on a sieve to drain. Then mix with 
thém a quarter of a pound of currants, a quarter pound of raisins, stoned and chopped, the 
grated rind of a lemon, two ounces of mixed l, and a quarter pound of mel fat, to- 
gether with four eggs well beaten. Put the mixture into a greased and sugared mould 
and steam it for two and a half hours. Serve with the following sauce. Beat the yolks of 
two eggs with an ounce of castor sugar, add a gill of boiling water, the juice of a lemon, 
and half a teaspoonful of arrowroot. Stir till thick and then add three tablespooneful of 
rum. 


ENGLISH ACTORS IN SOUTH AFRICA. 
DISAGREEABLE EXPERIENCE OF TWO ARTISTS. 


WuHiILst on my usual weekly ‘‘round” of the variety palaces I happened (writes -
